PlTTSBUBGj Pa., July ^.'?. —Henry C. 
Fricke, head cliief ami practically tho ab- 
solute dictator of the great Carnegio Iron 
anil Steel enterprise, tlio controller of the 
Coko industries of the western part of tho 
Slate, and the possessur of u fortune var- 
iously estimated at from live to ten million 
dollars, was shot and, perhaps, fatally 
wounded ut 1:45 this afternoon in his pri- 
vate ollioo on tho sixth iloor of tho Chroni- 
cle-Telegraph building on 5th avenue. A 
moment before tho tragedy a young man neatly 
dressed, entered the elevator car on tho 
first floor and asked to bo let out at tho of- 
fice of the chairman of the company. The 
elevator man, while the car was ascending, 
noticed that his passenger acted rather ner- 
vously and had u wild look in his eyes, but, 
accustomed us he has been, during the past 
few days, to seeing all sorts and conditions 
of men, he did not givo the matter a second 
thought. Leaving the car, the stranger 
proceeded across tho hall and entered Mr. 
Fricko's outer office and requested tho 
usher to take him to Mr. Fricke. The boy, 
who recognized his visitor us a man who 
calledyestcrduy und was rofntedanaudien.ee, 
complied with the request, and immediately 
after the voice of Mr. Fricko was heard in 
tho outside oflieo saying "Let him como in " 
Tho man stepped briskly into tho private 
office. What brief conversation passed be- 
tween tho two men is not known; but it 
was hardly more than a minute before there 
was a noise like a scullle, anil then a shot 
rang out on tho nir. Before the startled 
clerks in the other oflieo could rush to the 
scene there were threo more shots. The 
first man to enter the room found Mr 
Fricke hanging on to his BBsailaut while 
blood was streaming from his wounds. 

At tho sight of the clerk tho would-be 
assassin shook himself loose from his victim 
and dashed out of the door, but instead of 
taking to the staira ho made a bound into 
tho elevator car, which was standing there 
with tho door open at the time. The eleva- 
tor man had sufficient presence of mind to 
hold hilt) in tho car until the arrival of 
Officers MoRoberts aud Crossin, who planed 
him under arrest. In tho meantime 
immense crowd bad began to 
gather in tho etrnett. ana when 
iho officers appeared v. itii'.hcir prisoner, 
who was pale and trembling, with his cloth- 
ing spattered with blood, thero were hun- 
dreds of groans and howls, intermingled 
with cries of "shoot him," "lynch the mur- 
derer." It wus with difficuly that the offi- 
cers succeeded in conveying tho man in 
safety to t he patrol box, at tho corner of 
Wood street and 5th avenue, from which 
the patrol wus summoned. He was roughly 
pushed into the vehiclo and taken to the 
central station, where lie gavo tho name of 
Alexander Berkman, and said that lie re- 
sided on Forty-second street, New York. 
He was, he said, a Russian Jew, had been 
in America six yeurs and in 
Pittsburg two days. Ho has been 
stopping at tho Merchants' hotol, on 
Water street. When questioned regarding 
his occupation, ho said ho had been a com 
poiitor on B Now York paper but declined 

number of ,'iS calibre cartridges were found 
in his coat pocket. During the process oi 
searching he became wildly excited and 
deathly pale. It was the general impression 
of all who saw him at this juncture that lie 
wus undoubtedly demented. Before being 
locked up he was asked if ho knew Mr. 
Fricke, and replied in tho affirmative. 
" Why did you shoot him ?" wus asked, and 
with a half hysterical gurgle, ho replied, 
"I guess you know that." 

Immediately after tho tragedy, all the 
physicians in the neighborhood were sum- 
moned to Mr. Fricke's office. Mr. Fricke, 
though suffering great pain, retained con- 
sciousness. The medical as-pect of the case 
wus summed up, to-night, by Dr. Murdock, 
ono of the attending surgeons and a prac- 
titioner of international repute, in this 
form : "lam of opinion that Mr. Fricko's 
wounds arc serious, although not ne- 
cessarily dangerous. Ono of tho balls en- 
tered the left sido of his nook and was 
taken out on the right sido. This ball 
passed through the base of tho skull. Tho 
other bull entered the right side of the neuk, 
near the base of the skull, took a down- 
ward course and lodged under tho left 
shoulder blade. Both thes- bulls have been 
extracted. Ho also received two knife 
wounds, one in tho left side of the stomach 
and another in the left hip. The wounds 
in the neck are tho most serious, but I do 
not think any of them will prove fatal." The 
coolness of Mr. Fricke during and subse- 
quent to tho attack upon him wus almoit 
incredible. Mr. Leishman, vice-Chairman 
of the Carnegie company, was the first to 
rush into the office when tho shots were 
fired. The crazy Russian turned a revolver 
upon him, whereupon Mr. Fricke, though 
blood was llowii'L' from his wounds, arose, 
knocked the Russian's arm up, and seizing 
him, forced him to the floor. It was then the 
fellow inflicted tho knife wounds. Burkman 
then freed himself and made his rush for the 
elevator. Mr. Frick maintained his self- 
possession while tho surgeons operated upon 
him, and refined to be put under tho influ- 
ence of chloroform. When they wore 
through ho called for some letters which 
were to have been mailed this evening, and, 
being piopped up, affixed his signatur. 
to the documents. Then ho was placed 
on a couch and fell into a sound sleep 
When ho awoke he summoned tho heads 
of departments, and gave instructions re- 
garding matters to bo aiinnd.-d to on Mon- 
"lay. Ho wus then removed in an ambu- 
lance to his home. He said ho would he 
hack on Monday. A crowd of over 2 000 
witnessed his departure, and thero wore 
many exclamations of pily and sorrow as 
tho un'ortuoate man wus being carried 
across the sidewalk. While at tho odici- 
Mr. Fricke requested that his wife, who is 
n delicate health, should not ho brought to 
tho oflieo, Mrs. Fricko, only eight or ten 



days ago, becamo tho mother of a littlo boy. 

At midnight Mr. Fricko was resting com- 
fortably. 

Burkman, after his arrest, was locked up, 
and when searched later by tho Superin- 
tendent of Police McMar, ho refused to 
open his mouth. It was forced open, and 
beneath his tongue was found a dynamito 
cartridgo, which was subsequently ascer- 
tained to bo identical with tho cartridge 
uaod by Louis Ling, tho Chicago Anarchist, 
when iio committed Btiicido while awaiting 
execution for complicity in the Haymarket 
massacre. It was remembered that Burkman 
had since been working his jaws consider- 
ably, and it is supposed some imperfection 
prevented tho explosion of tho bomb and 
thus frustrated his suicidal intentions. 
Repeated ineffectual efforts wero inudo to- 
night to persuade the prisoner to talk. Ho 
would not say what had brought him to 
Pittsburg, whether ho had been sent or 
whether he came of his own accord. 

New Yokk, July 23- —Nothing is ap- 
parently known by the officers of the Typo- 
graphical Union here regarding the identity 
of the murderer of Mr. Fricke. A member 
of tho union says to-night that he had 
known a man named Burkman, who was a 
hanger-around in Chicago about the 
timo of tho Haymarket trouble at 
the ^printing office of John Moat's Free- 
licit. It was said that over a year ago a 
young man named Burkman worked there 
as a sort of apprentice, and that ho was an 
Anarchist of tho most violent type. He 
did nob get along with his associates. 
His name appeared on the pay roll, 
tho last time, on July 4, 1891. 

PlTTSBUno, Pa., July 23.— Amongst the 
strikers at the Uniou mines at Duqueane 
aud Braddock, the news of tho shooting of 
Fricko was received with general expres- 
sions of regret. At Homestead many work- 
men did not conceal their satisfaction, and 
tiich expressions wero heard as : "A pity 
it did not kill tlio damned rascal," " That's 
good news." Ono bid man shouted, "Glory 
to God ! " 

Younustown, Pa., July 23. — Ten thous- 
and iron workers from this vicinity held a 
mass meeting hero to-day to show their 
sympathy for tho Homestead strikers, and 
a .opted resolutions asking for the arrest of 
Carnegie, Fricke and others on the charge 
of murder. While it was in session tho 
word was received that Fricke was shot, 
and tho greatest excitement prevailed. 
Some cheered, but a majority regretted 
that tlio crime had been committed, 
and wero overjo;, cd to learn that the assail- 
ant was not a locked out workman. Several 
speakers from Homestead wero present, 
among them biu' Burgess McLuckio, who is 
under a §10,000 bond for murder. Tho 
feature of MoLuckie's speech was a criti- 
cism of the McKinley Bill. He also said, 
when referring to Fricke. "I cannot say I 
am sorry he was shot." 

HOMESTEAD, Pa., July 23. — At a regular 
meeting of the advisory board of Home- 
stead held to-night, resolutions were pussed 
deploring the act of tho individual, "Not 
connected with.our trouble or association, 
und condemning the unlawful act of tho 
wounding of Henry Clay Fricke, and tender- 
ing our sympathy thoreby."

Near 
Bouchard's house, thirty barrels of whisky 
wero discovered. Bouchard was brought 
to Quebec, and will bo tried for resisting 
the lawful authorities.

It is reported that Kennedy Burns, M.P. 
for Gloucester, will he tho new Lieutenant-

and St. John. He is a merchant and mill- 
owner, served in tlio Vol. Militia Force for 
number of years, and retired with the 
rank of captain, in 1874.

N. B., from 1874 to 1878. First returned to 
tho Commons at general electioii 1882 and 
re-elected at last general election.

CARNEGIE'S WORKERS. 

They Appeal to the Public-Thelr Presenta- 
tion of the Case. 

HouusTE.YD, July 22. — The strikers' ad- 
visory board issued an address to its men 
and the public generally, this morning. 
The address calls attention to the tendency 
to concentrate business in the hands of a 
few men, giving thorn despotic power over 
their employes, who con.-uitutb tho great 
mass of the peoplo, and inutcud of it being 
the "rightof employers to manage thoir 
own business," it is coming to mean to mau- 
ugo the country by force. 

The employes of the Carnegie Company 
at Homestead have built up the town ; have 
woi ked faithfully with the company many 
years in tho business of the mill ; have in- 
vested thousands of dollars of their savings 
n tho mill in tho expectation that they 
ould work there as long us they were able 
to work. The Government tuxes the coun- 
try to foster this business, and the Suite of 
Pennsylvania is spending largo sums to pro- 
tect the mills. Therefore, tho belief is ex- 
pressed that the employes and the public 
have equitable rights in these mills, und 
that the employes have, the right, to contm- 



in contempt of public and private interest, 
and adds : — 

"The committee wishes it known that we 
will prosecute the Baid public and private 
interests in the courts of law and equity, 
and we demand of Congress and the State 
Legislature a distinct assertion of the prin- 
ciple that the public has an interest in such 
concerns as that at Homestead, and that 
tho Stato hus as its duty to judge tho affuirs 
of Buch concerns when tho occasion may re- 
quire." Tho appeal closes with tho pledgo 
to abstain from all violence and rest on the 
courts for a remedy. All tho old employes 
occupying places owned by the company 
were served with eviction noticeB this morn- 
ing. Under tho contract with tho company 
they are obliged to deliver possession in 10 
days, 

CARNEGIE CRITICISED. 

Severe Strictures Upon the "Philanthropic" 
Pennsylvania Ironmaster. 

London, July 23.— Tho labor troubles at 
Homestead excito increasing interest here. 
Now that mail accounts have been received 
of tho struggle at, that place, tho newspa- 
pers arc flooded with articles and letters up- 
tho issue between the Carncgio 
Company and its employes, and 
intense feeling is expressed against 
Carnegie in tho towns which have 
accepted gifts from him. The local 
newspapers aro denouncing Carnegie and 
expressing regret that the gifts wero ever 
accepted. It is pointed out that in Eng- 
land a popular majority in Parliament 
could speedily remedy any attempt to co- 
erco workingineu, eithor by tho 
use of Pinkerton mercenaries or of the 
military, and that the U. S. does 
not really enjoy as much liberty as 
England owing to the position occupied by 
capital and tho compirative disadvantages 
at which labor is placed. One- writer asserts 
that, the common people of the Uuited 
States will yet demand und secure a change 
of the American constitution so as to 
give labor some redress against 
such oppression as tho Carnegio 
Company has exercised. Joseph Hatton 
in a letter to tho Yorkshire Post, declares 
that Americans are fools to believe in such 
a man as Carnegie, who abuses labor in 
America to make money, and then en- 
deavors to gain a reputation for philan- 
thropy in Berlin by giving it away. 

Tho Star gives a column of quotations 
from tho speeches, the books and various 
alleged productions of Carnegie, which it 
dubs "tho Theory of Carncgicism." In a 
parallel column, the Star gives an account 
of the battle with tho Pinkertons, the re- 
fusal to reeognizo Unionism, etc., to- 
gether with sketches of the mills as a for- 
tress, and dubs this " The Practice of Car- 
ncgicism." Never has there been a more 
bitter feeling excited on any labor issue in 
Great Britain. The general opinion is that 
Mr. Carnegio will find it quite impossible, 
hereafter, to induce towns to accept any of 
his gifts. 

CINCINNATI'S SENSATION. 

Spring Refuses to Linger in . the Lap of 
Winter— The Denoue- 
ment. 

Cincinnati, July 22. — An investigation; 
of the titles to realty has disclosed d gonu- 
ine romance iu upper circles here. Several 
years ago Dr. John Aldrich, a fashionable 
physician, left his wifo much city realty, 
and a big bank account and several thousand 
acres of valuable laud in Texas. Mrs Aid- 
rich was well preserved and remained in 
society. A little over three years ago, 
Roland Moore, a boy of 19, came here from 
Tiffin, Ohio, to study at a medical college. 
He is of a good family, handsome und 
bright. Ho met Mrs. Aldrich, then a 
woman of 78, und she became, 
infatuated with the youth, and 
a courtship that excited gossip opiiiiig up. 
At lust, on a distinct proposition to give 
him §50,000, Moore consented to marry tho 
old lady. The license was issued in Febru- 
ary, 1S89, and the couple were married in 
March. Tho wife gave up her mansion, an- 
nounced the coming of a nephew, and took 
apartments at the Kenilworth apartment 
house, furnishing them in great splendor. 
She set tho boy-husband up in a handsome 
drug store. He belonged to the Bwell 
Second Presbyterian church, and putsed as 
a singlo man. A few weeks ago Mrs. 
Moore refused to turn over the 550,000. 
Separation papers wero drawn und Moore 
left for parts unknown with a far less sum. 



OPERATIONS A P HOMESTEAD. 

Non-Union Men at Work -Tho Town In 
Charge of Special Olllcers. 

Homestead, July 23. — Tho steel works 
are being operated by non-union men, whose 
number is being gradually increased. Three 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western pas- 
senger coaches, it is reported, *ero run into 
tho works, lust night, ovor tho tracks of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and a number of 
men are said to have been landed. There is 
no doubt of the ' truth of the statement 
that tho Carnegie's have hud hundreds ■ 
of applications for x>°sitions in tho Home- 
stead mills from non-union men. These 
workers are beii-g sent to tho mills in small 
hatches of from 10 to 50, und as the number 
increases more fires are started. The great- 
est fear thut eonfr nts the company in the 
operation of their plant, with the exception 
of possiblo damaijo to the mills by tho 
strikers, is that tho members of tho amalga- 
mated association muy secure employment 
us steel workers or mechanics, to endeavor 
to cause dissension among the non union 
men and retard the progress the company is 
making in operating tho works. In 
addition to tho militiamen number- 
ing 000, tho company hus its own watch- 
men and a force of coal and iron police 
inside the works, while tho borough of 
Homestead has on duty its regular policemen 
und sixty special idlieers. Ciearys und six- 
teen deputy sheriffs have charge of Home- 
stead to day, and the authority of the mili- 
tary has been minimized. Men on guard 
duty have been given to understand that 
fiie civil authorities and not military are in 
command, and thut their orders must bo 
obeyed,

Vancouver, July 23. — Messrs. Copo, 
Hamerslcy and Huutloy will leave for the 
capital nt 9 o'clock on Sunday evening.

The remains of tho lato Miss Bertha Jay 
left on the Yosemito for Victoria, at 4:30, 
this afternoon. Expressions of sorrow and 
condolence with the bereaved relatives wero 
expressed on all sides in this city. 

Two resolutions wero pussed by the 
Board of Trade, last night — an expression 
of sorrow to Mrs. Robson on the death of 
her husband, and the following : "That this 
Board wish to express most strongly its dis- 
approval of the remarks of Mr. Justice 
Crease from tho Bench, believing that his 
position there gives him no license to insult 
men as honorable as himself, by referring 
to them as "insects" in comparison to 
others, whom ho termed "lions," as ap- 
pears by the published report of tho case, 
C.l'.N. Co. vs. tho City of Vancouver, in 
the Colonist of July 21st." 

G. McL. Brown has been appointed 
general passenger agent of tho C.P.R. for 
this division. 

F. M. Black, of the Bank of B.C., has re- 
ceived promotion and is removed to tho 
branch of tho bank in San Francisco. He 
leaves on Sunday for Victoria. 

Three sailors deserted from the Wilming 
ton on account of not gutting their wages 
Whilo they were lodging a complaint with 
tho authorities, the steamer left port.

WKST.HI.\STIiIt. 

New Westminster, July 23. — Water, it 
is expected, will be turned into the water 
pipes system, next week, as tho difficulties 
in connection with cutting through the 
quicksand on the main line have been over 
come. Tho contractors finished, this 
evening. 

Tho salmon catch, last night, was the 
most discouraging sinco tho sockcyes com 
menced running. Some of tho boats brought 
in as high as a dozen fish; but tho average 
was not half that number, while a few boats 
were completely whitewashed. 

The Indian agent continues to prosecute 
a vigorous vaccinating campaign among the 
Indians. On Thursday and Friday he oper 
ated on over a hundred arms, Northern 
Indians principally being the victims, 
Armed with afresh supply of vaccine points 
Mr. McTiernau went down tho river to-day 
to look up a number of unvaceiuated 
Siwashes and oblige them to undergo the 
operation. 

Travel has been growing lighter and 
lighter for tho past ten days anil is now 
nearly at a standstill. Hotel registers in 
few cases have contained names of now 
arrivals in the last 21 hours, and naturally 
proprietors are not over cheerful. 

The Pacific express is bringing very few 
through passengers, and even the inter-city 
tramway servico is doing a largely decreas- 
ed business. The Vancouver quarantine 
and the quarantine of the whole province 
by Washington are chiefly responsible for 
this. 

Mayor Townsend said, to-day, that it is 
very probable that the quarantine against 
Victoria will be raised in the early part of 
next week, provided the state of affairs at 
the capital continues favorable. Vancouver 
and Nanaimo will be consulted before any 
decided action is taken by this city, but tho 
whole matter will, in all probability, bo 
placed beforo the city council at its next 
meeting on Monday. 

Tho new smallpox hospital was finished 
this evening, ready in case it is ever need- 
ed. Happilj it will bo vacant for tho pre- 
sent, as there are no patients to put in it. 



THE WADE-OTTAWAY DISPUTE.

D. G. M. at tho trial held in Victoria on 
March 9, 1892. and on which the Committee 
on Trials and Appeals decided the charges 
to have been fully proven. All correspond- 
ence in connection with this case received 
by me— no matter how Blight its bearing on 
the case in point— was placed beforo the 
committee for their consideration, and the 
Ottaway Bros, can havo no possible excuse 
for their conduct in connection with 
this trial.

3fr. Jenns Comments Upon the Civil- 
ization of the Terminal City- 
Lurid Language Excusable. 



The Colonist's Vancouver correspondent 
has been talking through the bars to the 
prisoners confined in the Vancouver quar- 
antine lock-up, and charged with having 
come from Victoria. There are 20 o,f these 
unfortunates at present — 18 mad men and 
two indignant ladies, Mr. Russell being tho 
litest arrival. Sinco his incarceration he 
has sat in gloomy grandeur on a nail keg, 
refusing to bo comforted, and denying con- 
verse even to his companions in exile. 

Mr. (not Col., Major, or even Dr.) 
Bowack, who is a member of a wealthy 
varnish firm, travelling — or attempting to 
travel — for pleasure and health, like Josh 
Whitcomb Riley's celebrated character, 
"aint got nuthih lo say." Ho still paces 
up and down his prison nearly all day, 
fiercely chewing the end of a cigar. Al- 
though he and Mr. Jenns have only four 
days more to 1 "serve," he will resume his 
fight in the courts to-morrow, on the prin 
ciple involved — whether tho people of Van 
couver havo the right to deprive a British 
subject of his liberty in defianco of British 
law. 

Mr. Jenns is also a very angry man. He 
was on his way to Westminster on business 
in connection with an important real estate 
deal, when Nemesis, or Policeman O'Grady, 
overtook him. He says : 

"I was given to understand that I could 
got through all right, and will, as soon as 
my 'time's out,' sue tho city of Vancouver 
for damages, although I emphatically deny 
that that was my intention on coming here, 
"The C.P.N. Co. havo been very kind to 
me; when I was 'run in' they sent up a law- 
yer, and did all they could to get me out. 

"The meals here havo not been fit for a 
white man since the second day, and six of 
us have been ordering our own, and paying 
for them at the rate of 75 cents a meal. I 
couldn't eat the stuir the city supplies, and 
I am still curious in regard to the etiquette 
of the table in this city. The first day the 
food came in a bucket, and there were no 
knives, forks or plates. I presume, how- 
ever, they arc implements of a civilization 
not yet reached here. 

' As for accommodation, thero ure four 
cots among the men, and fourteen of them 
sleep on mattresses on the floor — two on a 
mattress. There are no conveniences for 
dvilized people — the Chilians, Scandina- 
vians and Chinamen seem to thrive on the 
city's fare ; but the liritiah Columbians 
were knocked out the second day. It has 
been a pretty tough experience ; the Col- 
onist might well call this place Vancouver's 
black hole.' 
" Why cannot white people go back to 
Victoria if they want to, as well as China- 
men '! Spinks and I both offered to go; 
would have been glad to got back out of the 
d — d hole, but wo were flatly refused. Wo 
wero informed to-day, on semi-official 
authority, that our time would be shortened, 
but it seems too good to be true. 

" Wo wero all speechless— mad, like Rus- 
sell, at first; then wo settled into a dull 
apathy, and are thero yet. • Tho reverend 
Lncey hasn't smiled onco since he was 
"jugged"; I think he feels the barrenness 
of undecorated English, in a situation of 
this kind. Laing is awfully sick of his job ; 
he's particularly sore to-day, over somoono 
writing a poetic effusion in reference to " the 
trials of Freddy," and sending it to the 
Telegram with hia initials attached. Spinks 
is tho life of the crowd ; if it wasn't for him 
I'm afraid wo would bo sorely tempted to 
murder the guard, burn down the station, 
and mako a break for tho tall timber."

The Joan, recently launched from Tur- 
pel's ways, and supplied with her machinery 
at Spratt's wharf, had a trial trip, yester- 
day, under steam. Mr. A. Dunsmuir was 
on board, aud tho new craft was handled 
by Capt. Butler aud tho crow of the Isabel. 
Tho ropes were cast off' a few minutes beforo 
5 o'clock, aud a few vigorous whistles had 
tho bridge duly opened, and tho Joan wont 
through in good stylo. She went out to 
Bcechy Head, making 1I5A knots with 90 
pounds of steam. This wan the best speed 
attempted, although the boilers are built 
for 115 pounds, and a proportionately higher 
speed may be attained. Thero waB a strong 
bead wind, tho broezo coming from the 
southwest. Tho fittings of tho Joan havo 
not as yet been completed, and it is not 
hoped that she will be placed on her 
regular servico for samo weeks to come. 

The steamship Romulus, from San Fran- 
cisco, is duo at Nanaimo to-day. 

The Dominion steamer Sir James Doug- 
las arrived in port yesterday afternoon, 
looking quite smart and neat in her new 
paint. Whilst lying in Ramfield Creek, 
Barclay Sound, her crew were landed aud 
made a fresh clearance of the trail leading 
from the head of Bamfield Creek to Capo 
l?ealo Lighthouse, a distance of four miles. 
This trail passes through a heavily wooded 
country, and is used for communicating 
with the lighthouso when landing is not pos- 
sible at the Capo, on account of heavy 
weather. The carpenters taken up to the 
Cape have placed a new lloor on the bal- 
cony of the lighthouse ; this will now keep 
the tower thoroughly water-tight. Stores 
were landed here and at Carmuuah, and the 
Agent of Marine, who went on the trip, in- 
spected both stations, remaining at Capo 
Bealo whilo tho new work was in progress. 
Cuptain Walbran, during tho vessel's stay 
in Bamfield Creek, made an examination of 
the anchorage and exactly located a rock 
not marked on the chart in his possession, 
having a depth upon it of six feot at low 
water. This rock is about midway between, 
the entranco ami tho anchorage, and" a llt- 
t'.o to tho westward of mid channel. To 
ensure passing this danger in safety the 
eastern shore must bo kept close inboard. 
A tracing of tho harbor, showing tho rock, 
and a notice for tho British Columbia Pilot, 
on page 274, will bo forwarded to tho 
Department of Marine, Ottawa, so that tho 
necessary information can bo placed on 
chart 592, and in the sailing directions as 
Boon as possible. 

Tho sealer Borealis arrived, yesterday 
evening, with a catch of nearly 500 skins — 
so close to that number that Capt. Gillcspio 
gives the "even." "How many skins have 
you on board ?" asked a Colonist reporter 
of the nautical Scotchman upon his arrival. 
"Four hundred and ninety-nine," replied 
tho captain. "I did not go into Behring 
Sea, although I went to the gate. • I never 
saw one of the ordering-off fleet, and my 
catch is a coast one. I did not see any of 
tho schooners from which you have not 
heard, and of the Coquitlatn seizure I heard 
nothing until a few days ago." 

Steamer Badger brought a scow load of 
lumber in from Cowichan lust evening. 

Tug Lome was tied up at tho outer wharf 
yesterday, where she will remain until to- 
morrow, when she commences a big week's 
work. Early yesterday morning she towed 
the British ship Ben Nevis around from 
Ksquimalt. The ship has a big amount of 
freight for Victoria which sho will dis- 
charge at tho outer wharf, leaving then for 
Vancouver. After landing her freight for 
that port she will proceed to New West- 
minster and finish discharging. 

The bark City of Quebec, which has been 
in Royal Roads for the past few days will 
bo towed over to Now Westminster to- 
morrow or next day. 

Steamer Alert brought in a scow load of 
bark yesterday for Mr. Norris' tannery. 

Steamer Princess Louise will go over to 
New Westminster in placo of tho Rainbow 
this evening. 

Steamer Falcon went around to EBqui- 
malt yesterday with a scow load of empty 
barrels which sho will have filled with lime, 
returning then to port.

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

The Ghoit Which Caused a Crew to Desert 
Inelr Vessel— Acrosi the Bavlne. 

[Copyright, 1832, by Charles B. Lowia.] 
Wo hud boon in Capo Town four days 
completing our loading for Liverpool after 
having boon up the African coaat as far 
as Zanzibar and return when an Irish- 
woman came aboard and asked for a pas- 
sago homo. Our craft was the English 
bark Fanny Leo, currying a crew of four- 
teen men, and though wo might havo 
tried to make a woman comfortable had 
wo picked her off a wreck in midocoan 
the barquo carried no pissengers and had 
no accommodations for thorn. The wo- 
man gavo her name as Molly McDavis. 
Sho was a siimlo woman, twenty-four 
years old, and had made the voyago to 
tho Capo in an emigrant ship to join and 
marry a lover. Like many another fo 
male sho was disappointed. Pat had 
skipped tho country when Bhe arrived 
Sho had been at work forsoveral months, 
but could not pay her way home. In 
deed she did not propose to. Sho was 
what might be called " a strapping young 
woman," being as tall as any sailor aboard 
and weighing about 150 pounds. She 
offered to go as cook, but as thero was no 
vacancy sho asked to bo taken as a com- 
mon sailor and allowed to work hor pas- 
sago homo. 

We felt a bit sorry for Miss McDavis, 
but wo couldn't take her in any position. 
Sho was disappointed, but she had no 
tears to shed. On tho contrary, she 
wont away with a very determined look 
on hor face, and an Irishman among tho 
crew offered to bet his sou'wester against 
a plug of tobacco that she'd see Liverpool 
as soon as we did. 

It was ten days from the time she came 
aboard before wo left tho Cape. I saw 
hor aboard threo or four times in the 
week, and onco or iwico sho had other 
confabs with tho captain. As wo weighed 
anchor and stood out for our oiling Molly 
McDavis was tho last person in Cape 
Town to bo suspected of bringing ill luck 
to our old bark. Wo had lino weather 
and favorable winds, and wero well up 
with Capo Frio when tho men came to 
mo in a body during tho morning watch 
to make a complaint. They wero headed 
by tho carpenter himself, who declared 
that for tho past two nights tho watches 
below had been disturbed, by strange 
noises and could not sleep. Tho bark 
had tho old fashioned fo'castlo instead of 
tho deck house, and the noises had seem- 
ed to como from behind the bulkhead di- 
viding tho fo'castlo from tho hold While 
any sailing craft carrying a miscellaneous 
cargo is always full of strange, queer 
noises, caused by friction and straining, 
there is always at least one man in a crow 
ready to shako his head and make mys- 
tery over something easily explained 
away. I listened to the complaint, 
promised to look into it, and then drop- 
ped the matter out of mind. 

On tho night of that day I camo on 
watch at midnight. I found my men al- 
ready oil deck, and tho second mate's 
watch, just relieved, hung about tho scut- 
tle instead of turning in. Demanding to 
know tho reason of this singular action, I 
was told that tho queor noises beforo re- 
ferred to had been heard again and again, 
and the crow wore as good as upsot over 
thom. Had tho " old man" boon on deck 
ho would havo seized a belaying pin and 
driven the watch below and cracked threo 
or four heads. He had no patience with 
Bailors' weaknesses. I was tempted to 
give them a bit nf my mind, but all wore 
so serious and earnest that it seemed only 
reasonable to investigate, I went into 
the fo'castlo and spent fifteen minutes lis- 
tening for sounds. Tho bark had all 
plain sail on her and was heeled to port, 
and for tho (irst ten minutes I heard only 
the s muds of boxes and bales rubbing to- 
gether. Then, of a sudden, I heard a 
voice singing. It was a faint, far a.vay 
voice, and I had to listen closely, but it 
certainly was a human voice. It was im- 
possible to locate it. It seemed to come 
from above as much as in any other direc- 
tion, and I wont, on deck thinking some of 
tho hands might bo playing a joke. 

" It will be anything but a joke for tho 
man who's playing this if I can catch him 
at it !" 1 said as I gained the deck and 
found both watches grouped around tho 
hatch and waiting for me. 

" Mr. Merwin, did you hear auyht 
down below ?" asked the carpenter, speak- 
ing for all. 

"Not down there, but 1 heard some 
one singing up hero." 

"No, sir! I pledge you my word and 
that of every man hero that not a man of 
us uttered a whisper. It was singing you 
heard, sir ?" 
"Yes." 

"And that's what tho men complain 
of, sir— singing most of the time, but now 
and then something like praying and call- 
ing out." 

" Well, singing and praying won't hurt 
any of you, even if it's that. It's in the 
cargo, however. We've got threo or four 
old pianos aboard L'oiug to England to bo 
fixed up, and it's the boxes rubbing t"- 
getlior which makes the singing sound. 
It's free music and you ought to bo glad 
of it. Go below the wateli and let's hear 
no more of this. " 

The men hung back for a moment and 
then followed one another down into 
their sleeping quarters, I was honest in 
what I had said. As soon as I remember- 
ed tho pianos [ was sure that tho singing 
noise came from them. It no doubt look- 
ed reasonable to tho sailors, as nothing 
more was heard from them again that 
night. I was oil' at 4 and on again at 8 
next morning. The breeze had died out 
and wo wero on an even keel and not 
making over two miles an hour. It had 
come '■) o'clock. Tho captain ivas over- 
hauling some papors in tho cabin, tho 
men were all at work on jobs and I was 
pacing the quarter nnd keeping an eye on 
a bit of sail just showing to windward of 
us when a Bhout of terror rang through 
the ship, 

A hand named Thomas Burns had boon 
into the forepeak after something wanted 
on deck, and it was ho who called out as 
ho tumbled up and seemed for a moment 
to contemplate going overboard. The 
yell brought the captain oh deck, and 
then the story of the strange noises came 
out. Ho was furious! Burns declared 
that a human voico had called to him 
while ho was below and tho rest of ttio 
crew stood by him with regard to tho 
flinging and praying, but tho "old man ' 
was in d enough to kill sumo one. He 
drove thom forward and then lollowod 



thom up and cursod and berated thom in 
Bristol fashion, and ended up by threat- 
ening to put any man in irons' for tho rest 
of tho voyage who lot it be known that 
ho hoard the singing again. 

Tho captain of a ship knows very littlo 
of his men, as ho never comes in contact 
with thom. As tho days and nights 
passed and our captain heard nothing 
further from the men ho began to boast 
of how ho had dissolved tho mystery and 
put Jack's superstitions to ilight. Tho 
second mate and 1 kneValtogether better, 
however. The queer noises still continu- 
ed, and the men had become so rattlod 
that tho watch below smokod their pipes 
and kept very wide awako. The discip- 
line of tho ship was being upsot by a 
mystory, and I am free to confess that it 
was a mystery w hich also bothered mo. 
On two other occasions I had entered tho 
fo'castlo and plainly hoard tho uncanny 
sounds, but was not ablo to locato them 
to my satisfaction. I was pretty sure, 
however, that they came from tho fore- 
hold, and one afternoon 1 told the whole 
story to tho captain and suggested that 
tho forward hatch be removed and an in- 
vestigation made. He flow mad at onco, 
and began berating me for an old woman 
and a graveyard sailor, and then he wont 
forward among tho men and told them 
he'd run the bark ashore and be hinged 
to her boforo he'd pull off a hatch covor. 
Ho thought that settled it, but he was 
mistaken. 

It was the captain's wa'ch— always 
held by the second mate— from midnight 
to 4 o'clock next morning. It had bo- 
como almost a dead calm when I lett the 
deck. Evory man of the second mate's 
watch was up boforo him", and I noticed 
that none of mine went below. What 
happened half an hour after 1 had turned 
in gave tho captain tho greatest surprise 
of his life. Mr. Groat, tho second mate, 
was pacing tho quarter when ho was sud- 
denly seized, gauged and bound, and a 
voico, which ho recognized as tho carpen- 
ter's, cautioned him to bo quiet or he'd 
go overboard. All sailors aro light sleep- 
ers, but officers especially so, and why it 
was that he ther tho captain nor I woko 
up during tho events occurring on deck 
has always been a matter of surprise. 
Tho men brought tho bark to tho wind, 
got tackles aloft and hove out the long- 
boat, and wo slept right along without 
hearing a sound. They tilled two break- 
ers of water, took such provisions as tho 
cook, who was in with thom, could lay 
hands on, and by 1 o'clock they were 
away. The steward was the only one left 
behind with tho officers. After tho men 
left Ml-. Groat mado efforts to freo hiin- 
solf, but without 'avail. He could not 
oven roll along tho deck, as ho had been 
lashed to a ring bolt. At half past li 
o'clock tho captain awoke and wont on 
deck, nnd when tho whole affair became 
plain to him ho nearly fell clown in a tit. 

Our position was off St. Paul Do 
Loando, fair y in the pathway of traffic, 
but yet wo realized that wu might knock 
about for a month without sighting a sail. 
Nothing could bo seen of tho longboat 
from aloft when daylight came, and the 
lirst thing we did was to reduco sail so 
that wo might possibly manage tho bnrk 
in case of heavy weather. Tho breeze 
freshened with the sun, and as it was fair 
for tho coast, which was about 000 miles 
iway, Mr. Groat and I supposed of course 
tho captain would attempt to work hor in. 
He had different Meas, however. Ho 
was very quiet and humble over tho first 
shock. Then he let loose and did swear- 
ing enough to last ten shipmasters on ten 
long voyages. Ho declared he'd navigate 
the bark to Liverpool if it took live years 
to make tho voyago and if ho never got 
an hour's sleep. 

We had just got her off on hor cnurso, 
and tho old man himself was at the wheel 
and still swearing, when i, stringo figure 
emerged from tho fo'castlo and came aft 
as far as the mainmast. It was the figure 
of a woman, but her faco was so whito 
and pinched, her eyes so large and glassy, 
and sho reeled about in such a manner 
that I, who was nearest hor, was ten sec- 
onds in making sure she was even a hu- 
man being. The minute I caught sight 
of her parched lipi I ran to the scuttle 
butt and got her a panakin of water. It 
was only a drop to hor, and sho had swal- 
lowed fully two quarts boforo 1 choked 
her off. Then I signaled tho steward, 
who was now acting as cook, and he 
brought her a big hu 'k of meat and a 
couplo of biscuit. She ato like a wolf, 
and it was a good half hour boforo she 
spoke a word. Then it was to say : 

"Ah ! me bye, but Molly McDavis be- 
gins to foel like hor old self once mnro !" 

It was the Irishwoman we had refused 
to tako abroad at Capo Town, and after 
thirs' and hunger hail been satisfied she 
told us hor story, The last timo sho 
came aboard the men were at suppor and 
the cargo nearly stowed. Sho had her 
plans all made, and she slipped down tho 
afterhatch withou being seeu. She made 
her way over tho cargo to tho fo'castlo 
bulkhead, und the e took up quarters 
among tho bales of dri.'d cowskins wo 
had stored thero. She had brought with 
her four quarts of water and two loaves' 
of bread, intending to lot her presence be 
known boforo sho suffered from hunger 
nnd thirst. She was dreadful sick when 
we got to sea and her groans and prayers 
and laments woie heard in tho fn'castl 
When sho got better she Bang to keep 
herself company. Sho niado the bread 
and water last her a week. Then she 
tried to attract attention by rappi g on 
the bulkhead, but the frightened sailors 
paid no attention. She had a pocket- 
knife with her, and on the afternoon of 
tho night they abandoned tho ship she 
cut the bauds of four bales of skins and 
moved them away, and then attacked the 
bulkhead. Sho was all night cutting 
through the stout planks, and when she 
appeared on deck sho had been forty 
hours without food or water. 

I expected the captain would givo the 
stowaway woman a blessing. After she 
had finished her story he did start in to, 
but sho could uttor live words tfi his one 
and sho soon tired him out. lie sent 
hor to tho galley to act as cook, and I 
don't think ho w s as much put out as he 
pretended. Thus far, as you havo seen, 
three very curious circumstances had oc- 
curred — tho discovery of a spook in the 
fo'castlo, the plight of the crow and the 
appearance of Mis3 McDavis. Thero was 
to bo a fourth curious circumstance, On 
the second day of our shorthaudodnoss 
we had half a galo and a tumbling sea all 
day and far into tho night. Wo wero 
under very short sail, but the bark 
swarmed along at a good rato of speed 
Tho captain meant to keep our cnurso 



and speak tho first sail wo met and ask 
for two or three men unci touch at Sierre 
Leono. At sunrise of the third day- 
wont aloft to sweep tho sea, and tho very 
lirst objoct to catch my eyo was our long 
boat, Sho was to the eastward and wind 
ward of us und bearing down across our 
course. Sho wasn't over thro6 miles 
away, and witli my glass I could identify 
every man. 

Upon reporting the boat to tho captain 
ho sworo by tho big horn Bpoon that he'd 
not tako a man aboard, bub when the 
boat had como within hail ho changed his 
mind, and her crow wero seen tumbling 
over tho rail and glad to get aboard. 
Thoy had gono off intending to make the 
coast, but had forgotten to take a com 
pass and boon sailing almost r.t random' 
The " ghost" was thero to welcome them 
on board, and whon they got hor story 
and realized how idiotic had boon their 
action, no set of men wero ever more (lis 
gustod with themselves or more anxious 
to atono for their doings. Molly Me 
Davis was safely landed in Liverpool, and 
when wo mado up a purse for her that 
she might havo timo to turn around, 
believe tho captain put in as much us all 
the rest of us, though ha waved hor 
ashore and called after hor that he'd havo 
tho law on her if sho wasn't out of Liver 
pool insido of an hour. 



ACROSS T1IK RAVINE. J* 

1 was prospecting to the south of Cus- 
ter's peak, in tho Black Dills, and at noon 
sat down with my back ton, great bowlder 
to have a bit to eat. It w >a on the edgo 
of a deep, dark ravine which had a width 
of 200 feet. The opposite b^nk of tho 
ravine was much the highest, rising up 
from twenty-live to thirty feet high, and 
along its faco was a trail. This p rhapa 
had boon mado by door and goat passil 
from their feeding grounds.

TH3 SITUATION. 

There is not a einyle case of 
Smallpox in Victoria city proper. 
There havo been but four new 
cases during the last ten days, 
and every patient in the two 
hospitals is either convalescent 
or on a fair way to recovery. 



GROSS IGNORANCE. 

Tho ignorance of tho business men who 
attended the meeting at Vancouver, prodded 
over by Mr. F. C. Cotton, M. P. P., is in- 
deed something phenomenal. Men of ordi- 
nary intelligence know that the Minister of 
Justice has no power to interfere with the 
ordinary course of law. Sir John Thomp- 
son has no more power arbitrarily to sus- 
pend the order of the Court than has Mr. F. 
C. Cotton himself. The Miuister of Justice 
may advise the Governor-General to pardon 
a prisoner after tho Court has done with 
him, for it is one of the prerogatives of tho 
Crown to pardon, but the Queen herself can- 
not interfere with the proceedings of the 
Courts of Justice, In making an applica- 
tion to the Minister of Justice to suspend 
the order of the Court the "business men " 
and their chairman only showed their ignor- 
ance of British law and the rights of British 
■ subjects. Sir John Thompson is tho saga- 
cious adviser of a constitutional ruler and 
.not the Grand Vizier of a despot. 

A GOOD BEGINNING. 

Our readers will be pleased to learn that 
the Canada Western is now well on tho 
way to become, within a measurable timo, 
an accomplished fact. The representatives 
of the Chicago syndicate aro here and have 
concluded their negotiations with the 
Canada Western Compiny. Tho papers 
are being prepared and will in a day or 
two be executed. Tbe survey, both on tho 
Island and Mainland, will soon bo com- 
menced, the construction company formed, 
and matters will be put in train for the 
•practical commencement of the great work. 

There is, of course, much to bo done, but 
the undertaking is in the hands of good men 
who understand their business, and who 
have tho ability and tho courage to carry it 
to a successful conclusion. 

The city of Victoria and the province 
generally are to bo congratulated on such a 
good beginning being made. Much credit 
is due to Mr. R. P. Ilithot and other local 
gentlemen, who have been untiring in their 
efforts to get the project well under way, 
Tho Government of tbe Province are evi- 
dently impressed with the importance of the 
work. They have clone all that could be 
expected of them, consistent with their duty 
to the people, to make tho way smooth for 
tho company, and their hearty co operation 
may bo depended upon to carry it out. Tho 
prospect is, therefore, good both at home 
and abroad, and we liopo before long to bo 
able to give a good account of tho progress 
that lias been made. 



power to prevent persons from Victoria 
landing on tho Vancouver dock for tho pur- 
pose of taking tho cars for tho East, pro- 
vided thoso persons haro complied with tho 
laws of the Dominion and the health 
regulations of the Province of British 
Columbia. Ko ono questions tho 
right of the city authorities of Van- 
couver to exercise their power over 
thoso who reside in the town, either tempor- 
arily or permanently, but exception is taken 
to their restricting tho liborty of those who 
aro not and do not intend to bo under their 
jurisdiction. 

To Victorians it does seem unfair and un- 
reasonable that the corporation of Van- 
couver, or of any other city on the great 
routes of travel, should have the power to 
put a stop to all traffic, both in goods and 
passengers. Wo do not wish to Bay one 
word in disparagement of tho gentlemon 
who form tho corporation of Vancouver. 
They are, doubtless, as regards intelligence 
and ability, neither better nor worse thun 
tho men who composo the corporations of 
cities of the same size, in other parts of tho 
continent. We do not think that they will 
contend that they aro bot'.cr qualified to 
draw up regulations for tho preservation of 
the health, not only of their own city, but 
of tho Dominion, than wero tho men who 
framed tho Dominion Quarantino Regula- 
tions, and the Health Regulations of tho 
Province. It is not to bo supposed, for ono 
moment, that they are competent to con- 
demn, as imperfect and insufficient, the laws 
and regulations which men of learning, 
medical skill und wide experienco havo 
drawn up for tho preservation of the health 
of not one town, or ono province, 
but of all the provinces and all tho 
towns they contain. We put it 
to themselves: would it not bo most unrea- 
sonable if the Corporation of Calgary wero 
invested with tho power of putting o stop 
to all traffic west of itself, and to drag 
every passenger off tho cars and to imprison 
them for fourteen days because they may 
have caught tho smallpox in Vancouver, or 
by being in contact with pussengers from 
Vancouver. This, absurd as it is, is pre- 
cisely the power which tho Corporation of 
Vancouver claims that it possesees, and 
which it undertakes to exercise. Wo do 
not profess to bo learned in tho law, but we 
will undertake to say this, that if the Cor- 
poration of Vancouver, or tho corporation 
of any other city, has the power to over- 
ride tho laws of the Dominion and the Pro- 
vince, it is against the general good that it 
should possess that power, and that tho 
soonor it is deprived of it tho bettor for the 
whole Dominion, including the city of Van- 
couver itself. 



AN UNREASONABLE CLAIM. 

Tho chiirman of the Vancouver indigna- 
tion meoting, Mr. Templeton, said what 
was altogether untrue when ho asserted 
that Victoria attempted to force "her un- 
fortunato malady" on Vancouvor. In tho 
first placo, Victoria has no "unfortunate 
malady" peculiar to horsolf. Tho malady 
ho alluded to was in Vancouver before it 
■was in Victoria, and has been in the former 
-city ovor since it was introduced. 

What Victoria wants is tho honest and 
impartinl enforcement of tho law of tho land 
with respoct to contagious diseases.- She 
asks no favors of Vancouver, She simply 
denies Vancouver's right to close the door 
of tho Dominion to her citizens, and to 
thoso who sojourn within her borders. 

Wo aro tjuite euro that sensible people 
In Vancouver must seo that it is most un- 
reasonable' that the Corporation of that 
city should arrogate to themselves tho 



HAD EXAMPLES. 

The meeting held in Vancouver on Satur- 
day evening was a very extraordinary one 
from every point of viow. It was con- 
vened to express the indignation of the 
citizens because a judge of the Supremo 
Court, in the exercise of hia duty, found 
himself obliged to come to a decision which 
was displeasing to them. This is certainly 
not how good citizens ehould act. They 
should respect both tho law and the ad- 
ministrators of tho law. If a decision of a 
Court is erroneom, there is generally a 
peaceable and constitutional way of cor- 
recting tho mistake that has been mado ; 
and if there is not, a good citizen will sub- 
mit to what ho believes to be an injustice 
rather than do anything or say anything 
that is calculated to lessen men's respect for 
the law of the land and tho judges of the 
Courts. 

We were a great deal more than sur- 
prised to find that among tho foremost of tho 
denouncer* of the judge and the defsmer* 
of the citizens of Victoria, was a Minister 
of tho Gospel. It is generally presumed 
that a clergyman is intelligent, that he ia 
law-abiding, that he is careful to 
speak evil of no man, and that 
he does what he can to proaorve 
peace and promote good feeling in 
the community in which ho labors. 
If the Rev. Mr. Maxwell had been as intel- 
ligent as ho might be expected to be, 
ho would have seen that the excitement in 
Victoria is exceedingly foolish. He would 
have known that, as far us danger from the 
smallpox is concorned, the resident of Vic- 
toria is really safer than tho resident of 
Vaucouver, and that Victoria now runs a 
greater risk of getting smallpox from Van- 
couver than Vancouver does from Victoria. 
He would, if ho had thought coolly over the 
matter, have come to the conclusion that 
the laws of the Dominion and of the province 
are as good for Vancouver as they are for 
Montreal, Toronto, Halifax, St. John and 
the other cities of the Dominion. Ho would 
have observed, too, that Nanaimo, which is 
iu constant communication with Victoria, 
relying upon thoso laws alone, has been able 
to keep itself clear of tho smallpox. 

If the reverend gentleman had been law- 
abiding, ho would havo respected tho de- 
cision of the judge and counselled others to 
respect it. Ho, as a man of intelligence, 
would havo considered that ho who knows 
nothing of tho law ia not in a position 
to pronounco upon tho decision of 
a judge who has mado tho law 
tho study of his life time. It would 



have occurred to him that in condemning a 
judge off-hand respecting tho interpretation 
and tho bearing of a stu tuto he was acting 
both foolishly and presumptuously. 

If Mr. Maxwell had been a lover of peace 
ho would not only not havo spoken evil of 
dignitaries, but lie would havo made every 
exertion to persuade the excited citizens to 
bo calm and to refrain from making haaty 
speeches and taking hasty action. Instead 
of pursuing the courso becoming a man of his 
standing and profession ho was the very 
first to make an inflammatory speech and to 
do what ho could to increase thu foolish and 
pernicious excitement that prevailed. Wo 
trust that Mr. Maxwell will live long 
enough to be hoartily ashamed of tho courso 
ho pursued on Friday evening. 

That Mr. McLagan embraced the oppro- 
tunity which tho meoting afforded to blow 
his own trumpet and to make a fool of him- 
solf generally, is not to be wondered at. He 
is ono of that rnthor numerous olass who, in 
times of excitement, act first and think 
afterwards. His paper has, throughout tho 
whole of this unfortunate business, actod a 
despicable part with regard to Victoria. 
That paper has boon tho receptacle of every 
lio that has been invented about tho small- 
pox in Victoria, and its editor has dono all 
in his power to injuro this city from the be- 
ginning of tho outbreak. It is not sur- 
prising, then, that Mr. McLsigan did what 
he could to extend und intensify the exist- 
ing ill-feeling and to lower tho judges of 
the Supremo Court in tho estimation of 
the people. As for the crowd, it acted 
upon impulse, as crowds uoncrally do. 
Thoso who composed it did not think and 
did not want to think. They will seo by 
and by how foolish they wero and, when 
they do, thoy will not havo a very high 
opinion of tho clergyman and tho editor 
who encouraged and incited them to act fool- 
ishly. 



HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUE. 

It is claimed that tho honor of initiating 
ocoan telegraphy belongs of right to' Mr. F. 
N. Gisborno, F.R.C.S. Mr. Gisborno 
considered nil ocean telegraph feasiblo be- 
fore tho idea was entertained by Cyrus W. 
Field. In 1847 Mr. Gisborno entored the 
service of the Montreal Telegraph Compaay. 
Ho was made superintendent of the Gov- 
ernment lines at Halifax in 184i). While in 
the Eastern Provinces he saw that tele- 
graph communication with Newfoundland 
was most desirable. He obtained a con- 
struction charter from tho Legislature of 
Newfoundland, and went to New York to 
obtain the capital ho required. In Novem- 
ber, 185'2, he laid, under circumstances of 
peculiar difficulty, a cablo across tho Straits 
of Northumberland, between Prince Ed- 
ward Island and New Brunswick. This 
cablo formed part of his Newfoundland 
system. During tho same year he 
was employed iu constructing a Und 
lino on tho Island of Newfoundland. 
Owing to a disagreement with tho pro- 
jectors, work on this lino was stopped. But 
Mr. Gisborno, though discouraged, was 
not beaten. Ho ma.de a journey to New 
York in the winter of 1853 54. It was 
then he met Mr. Cyrus W. Field and his 
brother Dudley. The latter returned with 
Mr. Gisborne to St. John's, N. F., whero 
when tho legislature was prevailed upon, by 
representations by Mr. Gisborno, to cancel 
the old charter and to grant' a now one to 
tho new compauy. This was the New 
York, Newfoundland and London Telegraph 
company, among whoso members wero 
Moses Taylor, Murshall O. Roberts, Chand- 
ler White, Cyrus W. Field, and Frederick 
Norton Gisborne. Mr. Gisborno was ap- 
pointed engineer of the company, but ho re- 
signed the puoiiiou in a very short time, 
when it was filled by Mr. Matthew Field. 
After a timo Mr, Gisborno consentod 
to take charge of tho company's lino once 
more. Ho finished tho lino across New- 
foundland to tho satisfaction of. tho com- 
pany. He afterwards went to England 
with Mr. C. W. Field and Sir Edward 
Archibald " to secure privileges and assist- 
ance for eastern extension, but on reaching 
London, becoming aware of Mr. Field's 
private negotiations with Mr. Brott, touch- 
ing tho trans-Atluntio schemo, he, for this 
and other reasons, threw up his mission and 
for a timo abandoned tolegraphy alto- 
gether." 

Sir Joseph Howe gavo Mr, Gisborno 
credit for tho inception of the Atlantic tele- 
graph schemo. Iu a letter to Mr. Gis- 
borno ho said : "I have reason to believe 
that you wero the first pioneer of the enter- 
prise as well as tho original promoter of 
electric telegraphy in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces." The Rev. Mr. Harvey, tho histor- 
ian of Newfoundland, and one of that 
colony's most distinguished literary men, 
also bears testimony to the part which Mr. 
Gisborne took iu establishing ocean 
telegraphy.

quarantine fourteen days. Yet this is pre- 
cisely how tho Mayor of Victoria would be 
treatod if he ventured to land in Vancouvor, 
although Victoria iB to-day, ns far as danger 
from smallpox is concerned, a safer city to 
live in, by far, than Vancouver. 

Some touchy peoplo in Vancouver havo 
taken offenco at Eome remarks which Mr. 
Justice Crease is reported to have mado in 
Court a fow days ago. Those remarks wero 
reasonable and conciliatory, and when read 
by unprejudiced and unexcited persons, 
perfectly inoffensive. The learned judge is, 
when on tho bench, as well as everywhere 
elso, particularly urbano und courteous. 
Even when the occasion calls for 
Bternness and severity, ho evidently finds it 
very difficult to be stern and severe, and in 
tho case under consideration he was par- 
ticularly mild and kindly iu his remarks. 
The word "insects," about which so much 
ia aaid, was not used in anything like a 
reproachful sense, and thero is surely noth- 
ing very wrong in saying that Victoria and 
Vancouver, when compared with tho great 
cities of the world, must bo considered as 
villages.

Standards Too High. 

HE individual 

athletic all around 
championship o f 
America, to be de- 
cided at Tr.ivcrs 
island, the sum- 
mer home of tho 
NewYork Athletic 
club, July 1G, will 
bring together 
probably the larg- 
est field of com- 
petitors that over 
contested the event. Tho all around com- 
petition consists of a series of ten events, 
for each of which there is a fixed standard. 
A first place in any event counts five 
points, second place threo, and third one. 
i Should a competitor fail to reach tho 
standard in three events, he is disqualified 
from further competition, and the scores 
of the other competitors are then rear- 
ranged as though tho disqualified athleto 
had not contested. Tho events with thoir 
.standards, uro follows: iOO yards dash, 
seconds; 1 mile- run, Sin, iO s.; Jtf milo 
walk, 4m, 303.; 120 yards hurdle f£Co (10 
hurdles, 3 ft. Cin. high) 20>fs.; running 
'broad jump, 18 feet; running high jump, 
E feet; polo vault, 8 ft. in.; putting 10- 
pound shot, 33 feet; throwing 16-pound 
hammer, 115 feet; throwing 56-pound 
weight, 24 feet. 

On the faco of it this programme is not 
well arranged. Of tho seven or eight 
athletes who will compete, probably not 
one will fail to qualify in the 100 yards dash, 
and it is equally probable that not more 
than threo will qualify in throwing tho 50- 
pound weight. In fact altogether too much 
prominenco is given on ths programme to 
weight throwing, and the standards for 
tho hammer and 50-pound weight aro far 
!too high as compared with the standards 
I in otker events. Thus an athleto who 
] could run 100 yards in no faster than 
I seconds, who could jump not higher than 
5 feet or vault but 8 ft. in., would make 
laughing stock of himself to enter for any 
of those compotitionseven in ordinary com- 
pany. 

■ Such would not be tho caso with tho 
athlete who could throw tho hammer 05 
feet or put the "fifty-six" 2-1 feet. Such a 
weight thrower would have a chance 
among good men in a handicap competition. 
For many years the standards for tho 
hammer and weight wero 75 feet and 18 
feet respectively, and it is only this year 
that the increase has been made. Eighty- 
five feet and 20 feet would bo much fairer 
distances. 

Neither Alexander A. Jordan nor Mal- 
colm VV. Ford will compete this year. Tho 
competition therefore is more open than it 
has ever been, Those of tho entrants who 
aro likely to compete aro Harry H, MorreU 
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xni! irtnrNTNQ high jump. 
and George Schwegler, of the New 1'ork 
Athletic club; J. Mooney and M. O'Sulli- 
van, of the Xavier Athletic association; E. 
W. GofT, of the Manhattan Athletic club; 
Daniel Long, of the Boston Athletic asso- 
ciation, and Oscar Pulvermiller, tho old 
Pastime Athletic club champion. 
Who will win? 

Ou paper it looks like a close competition 
between Morreil and Mooney, with all the 
others fighting for third place. Morreil 
■will be the favorite with most of the spec- 
tators, lie has shown form of a high class 
in sprinting, hurdling, shot putting and 
distance running. Recently, however, ho 
has been ill, and this lias caused him to 
fall off in his work. Money will be backed 
to win on account of bis excellent showing 
last year. As is the case with Morreil, 
however, the increase in the standards for 
hammer and weight throwing may causo 
his disqualification. The samo is true of 
God and Schwegler, both of whom are ex- 
cellent all around men, hut neither of 
whom is up to the high standard of 84 feet 
for the "fifty-six" and 05 feet for the ham- 
mers, 

Long would be dangerous were he a bet- 
ter runner. As it is he is likely to ho dis- 
qualified. O'Sullivan is a dark horse who 
may surprise the other competitors before 
the day's work is done. The big Irishman 
will score points in all three weight throw- 
ing competitions, and, should Long not 
qualify, has an excellent chance of scoring 
, five points in each. O'Sullivan is also a 
good pole vaulter, and may take second in 
this event. He should score again in tho 
high jump. For points in the other events 
he will have to rely on disqualifications of 
other competitors. What makes O'Sul- 
livan a dangerous quantity in tho contest is 
that he seems certain to qualify in eight of 
the ten events. 

Pulvermiller is the best pole vaulter of 
the lot. Outside this event, however, ho is 
not likely to score many points. 

Under the best conditions of weather I 
do not think that more than three or four 
competitors will reach the standards in 
eight events. Should the weather bo un- 
favorable, it would not be surprising if not 
a man qualified. 

The following table will show the chances 
of the competitors in each event as they 
are /igiued out by experts:

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SPRINTER WAGER SWAYNE, JR. 

College Athletes Think He May Become! 
a AVorld Boater. 

Wager Swayno, Jr., is only nineteen 
years old, hut Yalo athletes look upon the 
young sprinter as a possible world heater. 
Whether or not ho will lower tho great 
record of 4-5 seconds for tho 100 yards 
dash, held by John Owen, Jr., of the De- 
troit Athletic club, the futuro alono will 
tell, but certain it is that Swayno is today 
ono of tho most promising sprinters in col- 
lego athletics. Ho began his sprinting 
career when only fifteen years of ago at 
St. Paul's school, Concord, N. II., and 
broke tho two junior records of that school 
in tho 100 and 220 yards dashes. Hcdid tho 
100 yards in 10 8-5 seconds, and tho 220 
yards in 24 seconds. 

The following year, 1SS8, ho won tho 
samo events, doing them in 102-5 and 2-1 1-5 
seconds respectively, on a curved track. 
S Wayne's first regular training was dono 
this year, when ho entered Yale. Ho started 
in by winning tho 100 yards dash in 10 2-0

seconds in tho freshmen games. Later in 
tho 'varsity games ho took tho 220 yards 
desh !a 33 !3-5 seconds. 

Ill tuo iTrlricetOr: Spring games ho was 
first in tho 100 yards handicap by the ex- 
cellent time of 10 seconds, and at the sub- 
sequent Yale-Harvard games ho won the 
100 yards dash In 10 1-5 seconds and tho 220 
yards dash in 22 2-5 seconds, no captured 
the samo evenr* later at tho intercollegiate 
games in 10 1-6 seconds and 22 seconds. 
Three watches on this occasion registered 
the 100 yards dash at 10 seconds, but the 
judges made it 10 1-5. 

It is not improbablo that tho time was 
10 seconds, tho same made by Swayno in 
the Princeton games. Swayne's record of 
even time in the 220 yards dash was par- 
ticularly creditable. At tho games of tho 
New York Athletic club in Juno Swayno 
defeated Harry Jewett, tho crack runner 
of tho Detroit Athletic club, in tho 220 
yards dash in 23 3-5 seconds on a curved 
track. It will bo seen from tho above that 
Swayne has lowered his record in tho 100 
yards dash 3-5 of a second, and in tho 220 
yards 2 seconds.

Good Natured German Babies, Coquet- 
tish French Infants, Fair Italians, Dig- 
nified Spanish Senorltas and Cuto Chi- 
ncso Children.

More than half the babies l>orn during 
the year in the United States aro of for- 
eign parentage. But in spitoof the fact 
that they aro all members of tho glori- 
ous republic, the land of tho free and 
the brave, there is never ono that does 
not betray its nationality eithor in 
feature, disposition or taste. 




GERMAN. 

Every fond grandmother or doting 
parent can point out innumerable and 
remarkable differences between then- 
own tiny tyrant and every other in ei-i 
istence, their own being undoubtedly 
tho cleverest, brightest and most beau- 
tiful baby ever ushered into a cold, un- 
appreciativo world. Notwithstanding 
theso unbiased opinions nearly all chil- 
dren of the same race have many traits 
in common, and are more or less types 
of their nationality. 

German babies aro tho prettiest in 
the world— they aro so fat, so fair and 
rosy. They aro good natured, easy go- 
ing littlo creatures, with bluo eyes like 
forgetmonots and flaxen hair. In ap- 
pean.nco they are healthy, with firm, 
whit« flesh. They lovo music, which is 
as tho air they breathe to them; but 
their enjoyment is calm and critical, as 
befits members of a philosophical race. 
Of German slumber songs there is no 
end, either to number or variety. Hero 
is one of the most popular: 

Sleep, baby, Bleep; 

Thy father guards the sheep; 

Thy mother shakes tlio dreamland treo 

And from It fall sweet dreams for thco. 
Just look at this little Teuton, who was 
born in New York. Is ho not a typical 
Gorman and a lovely baby? 




FRENCH. 

French babies are lively and vivacious 
and have not tho great rolls of white 
flesh that are characteristic of babies of 
German parentage. They aro slenderly 
made and olivo skinned, with just the 
faintest lingo of pink in either cheek. 
They aro not shy — no, not they I But 
they will hang their heads and try to 
make you believe so. A French girl 
baby is a born coquette and is naughty 
and audacious just to tease. When 
scolded she tosses her pretty littlo head 
with tho sauciest air imaginable until 
laughter brings tho intended lecture to 
ail abrupt end, as she intended; for nil 
the whilo she was watching you with 
her sharp black eyes that snap with fun. 

Under the ordeal of the camera she is 
as pose as her celebrated countrywoman, 
Sarah Bernhardt, herself. Raven black 
is tho color of a French baby's hair, 
with never a "wave" or a "kink" in it — as 
straight as straight can bo. Tho groatcst 
delight of the small original of this por- 
trait is when her father, whistling a 
lively operatic air, catches her up and 
dances her about on her own slim littlo 
feet. Sho is chic and fascinating, and 
she knows it. 

Tho third picture is that of a baby girl 
■whose ancestry is written in her face. 
Those dark eyes and that deep rich 
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SPANISH. 

color nnmistrik-enly betoken Spanish 
blood. Unlike hor French sister, tho 
senorita has all tho proud reserve of her 
forefathers, anil does not approve of tho 
publicity of the photographic studio. 
Tho mere accident of having been born 
in tho United States has not dispelled 
tho native haughtiness of her race. From 
under her long black lashes sho regards 
the artist and his assistant with an air 
of grand and lofty disapproval. Why 
ihould she, tho descendant of proud 



hidalgos, be thus rudely exposed to tho 
public gaze? And when the photogra- 
pher dares to lay his sacrilegious hand 
upon her to chango tho pose, sho raises 
her voice in amazed bowilderrnent at the 
indignity. Spanish babies are usually 
very shy und do not easily malce friends. 
They aro extraordinarily reticent for 
children and nover indulgo in the wild 
flow of chatter to which French babies 
are addicted. 

At nightfall their dark eyed mothers 
hush them to sleep with lullabys from 
old Spain: 

Tho moon shines bright 

And the snake darts swift and licht, 

I sco five baby bullocks 

And a calf both young and white. 
Italian babies look out upon tho world 
with an air of deep solemnity. Rarely 
aro they pretty, for though their fea- 
tures aro regular they aro generally a 
littlo too largo for beauty. In manner 
they aro calm and almost stately iu 
their own comical little , way. They 
seem rather overpowered by the respon- 
sibility of being descendants of tho an- 
cient Romans. Soft, melting brown 
eyes with an expression of melancholy 
nre ono of their greatest attractions. 

Tho very young lady of tho fourth por- 
trait is that rara avis, a fair Italian with 
golden hair, and the pallor and purity 
of a marble statue. An even, gentle 
smile crosses her face as sho waits for 
tho artist to uncover the camera which 
he has deceitfully told her is full of "lit- 
tlo birds" and various other curious 
tilings. Though her father and mother 
aro Italian her solemnity is not as unre- 
lieved as that of most Roman babies; per- 
haps tho fact that sho is a free born Amer- 
ican citizen has modified somewhat tho 
severity of her gravity. Her favorite 
(efliblo is macaroni boiled in milk and 
flavored with onions. 




ITALIAN. 

Gentle, docilo and shy, with a maimer 
half timid, half confiding, Chinese babies 
aro most attractive. A group of theso 
children in their gay colored silk cos- 
tumes lend a picturesque touch to the 
curious, dirty, narrow streets of the 
Chineso quarter in San Francisco. 

Tho Chinese aro very proud of their 
children and dress them very handsome- 
ly. When the baby is a month old tho 
father gives a dinner to all his friends at 
ono of the many native restaurants and 
the child receives its first name. If it is a 
young Chinaman, wl«?u it is old enough 
to go to school it will bo given another — 
"Promising Advancement," "Rising 
Student," or some such ambitious refer- 
ence to the progress it is hoped ho will 
make. A Chinawoman has only ono 
name until sho is married, when sho re- 
receives another. 

Children though petted and indulged 
are never spoiled by Chineso parents, 
strict obedience being exacted from 
them. The Chineso baby in this por- 
trait is always very well dressed. He 
wears a pair of polo green trouseis, vviih 
a deep yellow band at the foot. His 
coat is of quilted magenta satin, and 
around his neck is suspended an amulet 
bag containing charms against evil 
spirits. Ho is fond of playing in a rather 
grave and serious way, but ono of his

greatest pleasures is to trot by his 
father's side through the streets as he 
goes from shop to shop peddling small 
commodities. lie babbles in u mixture of 
Chineso and English and tries to walk 
by himself, tottering across tho side- 
walk almost under tho feet of tho other 
Chinese pedestrians, who carefully step 
out of his way. It is very pleasant to 
see how gentle and kind the men are to 
theso little ones, playing with them and 
fondling them most affectionately. 

Hero is a song with which Chineso 
mothers sing their babies to sleep. Per- 
haps "sing" is not quito tho right term 
to apply to extraordinary high falsetto 
admired by tho Celestials, though itcan- 
not ho denied that to ears accustomed to 
it it seems to have a soothing effect: 
Snail, snail, conic out and bo fed; 
But out your horns and then your head, 
And thy mammy will give thee mutton. 
For thuu art doubly dear '■■■> rat. 
These children are all American citi- 
zens and will attend tho public school,; 
and biter on cast a voto. They will bo 
better men than their fathers, and thoir 
children, in turn, better than they, for 
each generation will have greater ad- 
vantages than tho preceding. All tho: 
babies mentioned here, though born of 
alien parents and types of their various 
nationalities, in reality form a largo! 
proportion of tho rising generation of 
America.

The Colonist is asked to 
make a correction. The Vancouver refinery 
company aro in tho business of dealing in 
sugar and when the market is favorable 
they buy raw sugar which tliey can sell to 
advantage when the market improves, pro- 
vided, of courao, they havo more stock on 
hand than is necessary for their own imme- 
diate uses in manufacturing. Last year 
they wero "short" and bought in the San 
Francisco market.

The Details of au Agreement Reached 
Between the Company and 
the Chieag-oans. 



Mr. Ilitkeman Thoroughly Pleased 
With the Outlook- Surveys to 
Begin Immediately. 



Messrs. Frank Bakeman, F. B. Blackman 
and Col. Kane, on bohalf of tho Chicago 
syndicate, met Mr. R. P. Rithet, of the 
Canadian Western, and Mr. F. V. Bodwcll, 
tho company's solicitor, at Mr. Rithet's of- 
fice, yesterday morning, to discuss tho do- 
tails of tho agreement between tho company 
and the syndicato. Tho conference ended 
most satisfactorily to all concerned, and tho 
draft provisions of an agreement were de- 
cided upon. This will bo prepared by 
Messrs. Blackman and Bodwell, and will bo 
ready for signature on Monday or Tues- 
day, as Mr. Rithet leaves for San Francisco 
on Wednesday noxt. 

\t is understood that tho guarantoo to 
tho Government for tho expenditure of $59,- 
000 in one year, from tho 1st August next, 
will be immediately placed with them, so 
satisfied aro the Chicago gentlemen with 
tho character and feasibility of the project. 
Arrangements have also been entered into 
with Mr. Croft, U.K., M.P.P. for Cowichan, 
to start out with a party to make prelim- 
inary survey and inquiry iuto tho character 
of the country on the old Island railway 
route, via Sooko and Alberni to Comox, so 
that full information of the same may bo 
shortly at hand for presentation to tho Chi- 
cago capitalists. 

Mr. Bakeman's party also had a confer - 
encc with Premier Davie on railway mat- 
ters, and were pleased with tho encourage- 
ment given them that tho railway would be 
aided in every reasonable way by tho Pro- 
vincial Government. 

The party are still tho guests of Mr. II. 
Croft and, yesterday aftornoon, that gen- 
tleman drove them through the surrounding 
districts. On Monday Mr. Rithet will tako 
them in hand, and drive them to his stock 
farm, on the Sauuieh road, and through 
points not visited yesterday. Mr. Bakeman 
will remain here during tho present week, 
and will h in leave for Chicago direct and 
form tho construction company, which will 
enter us quickly as possiblo into the task of 
building tho line. Before leaving, somo 
agreement may bo entered into for tho leas 
ing of the preaent Island railway. 

Mr. Blackmail, the Chicago solicitor, will 
remain in Victoria for some time, to look 
after tho legal interests of the company at 
this end, and during his stay will probably 
visit Sun Francisco, where ho has some old 
friends. 

Both gcntlenipn are excellent specimens 
of their professions, Mr. Bakeman being a 
shrewd, far-seeing man of business, who 
readily grusps tho situation and is strictly 
business ; whilo Mr. Blackman is a cour- 
teous and clever lawyer. They have made 
a friend of everyone they havo mot, and are 
delighted to find the universal unanimity of 
Victorians in fuvor of the enterprise. 

Although Frank Bakeman &. Co. are un- 
known iu Victoria, tho firm has a high 
standing in Chicago, and aro credited with 
being competent to carry to completion any 
schema they may undertake Mr. Bake- 
man regretted that pressing business com- 
pelled Mr Cooley, C. E., from being a 
member of the party. Ho is at the head of 
his profession in tho United States, and is 
especially eminent us a railway engineer. 
Mr. Cooley will, in ull probability, becomo 
chief engineer of the Canada Western rail- 
way line. 

Mr. R. P. Rithet, who has conducted tho 
negotiations on behalf of the 'Canadian 
Western, was seen by a representative of 
the COLONIST yesterday after the conference 
was completed. He expressed himself as 
well satisfied with the arrangement which 
had been entered into, and also with the 
standing and ability of Mr. Bakeman and 
associates to finance and build the railway. 
I>.e matter was now in tho hands of the 
two companies' solicitors,and tho agreement 
would be prepared and signed before ho 
left for San Francisco. Tho necessary bonds 
to the Government for the required S50,000 
expenditure would bo entered into and 
the fact that a survey party would at 
once enter tho field was good evidence of 
the bona fida of the now company. He was 
of course well pleased that the negotiations 
had reachod a satisfactory conclusion. They 
hud occupied a largo amount of his time, but 
that counted nothing with him so long as 
ho had been successful in securing tho com- 
mencement of a railway line that will make 
Victoria tho first in importunco of all the 
cities on tho North Pacific Coast.

Since Dr. Wade's report on tho condition 
of tho Albert Head quarantine station has 
beeu made public, the Provincial Health 
authorities have been making every effort 
to rectify the unfortunate condition of af- 
fairs that existed out there. Yesterday Mr. 
Uecartc, who was a most capable nurso at 
tho Jubilee Quarantine station, was sent 
down to Albert Head to tako charge, and 
ho will see that ptopor precautions are 
taken with tho few patients that will re- 
main. All but five have been removed to 
tho Jubilee Hospital quarantine station. 
To-day threo others will bo taken to the 
same place, but there are two patients in so 
dangerous a coudition that it is thought it 
would be uuwiae to remove them. 

There can be no doubt that tho Albert 
Head station has been moat thoroughly mis- 
managed, from the time tho first patient 
was sunt out there. No doubt, the nurses did 
tho best they could, but it is said the medical 
attendance was not what it should have 
beon, and as for the general management — 
there was simply none of it. 

One of tho principal reasons which ac- 
tuated the authorities in moving the con- 
valescent patients from Albort Head station 
to the Jubilee Quarantine station 
was that no proper guard has 
ever been Btationcd at the former 
place, and the patients might almost go and 
come us th.sy pleased. They wero practi- 
cally freo to spread tlio dissase throughout 
the entire district surrounding, but very 
fortunately none of them left the grounds, 
perhaps thinking thorn more perfectly 
guarded. As a fact thero was only one man 
on guard. He was stationed in tho woods, 
nearly a quarter of a mile distant towards 
the city, and, having to do night and day 
duty as well, could hardly bo expected to 
"cover the situation" as tully as it should 
have been covered. Now with only a few 
patients in the station a change has been 
mado, and three guards aro on duty to pre- 
vent, ingress and egress. , 

Tho change in tho "system" will be a most 
acceptable one, and it is hoped that within 
tho next few days all the patients will be 
housed umler one roof, und tho double sta- 
tions may be dono away with. In tho 
meantime every arrangement for tho com- 
fort and euro of the patieuts has been made. 

ST, LAWRENCE SMUGGLERS. 

Eicltemcnt at Isle mix Coudres— The Customs 
Authorities After Buccaneer Bouchard, 

Baie Ste Paul, July 23.— (Special)— 
There was great excitement at Isle aux 
Coudres, when the " McNaughton," with 
a detachment of "I!" Battery, R.C.A., 
and Customs officers arrived, early 
yesterday morning. Thoso who were about 
showed surprise.andit was evident that they 
were not in a very amiable mood. It was 
late in the day beforo the news of the arrival 
of the soldiers spread over tho island. The 
news caused some of tho smugg'ors to take 
to cover, but most of tho inhabitants drove 
down to tho sceno of operations to see what 
was going on and to uinuso themselves at 
the expense of the soldiers. The Customs 
people appeared to be very well informed 
about tho Island, and numbers of places 
which wero evidently used as store houses 
for tho "contraband" were searohod, but most 
of thorn wero empty, tho smugglers 
having evidently succeeded in recovering 
most of it, or having hid it in a placo where 
the officials cannot locate it. Tho most im- 
portant find was a cucho of 20 barrels of 
liquor bidden near Bouchard's house. Tho 
liquor was at once seized and put under 
guard. Bouchard was detained. Ho had 
evidently not anticipated this, and was sur- 
prised when placed under arrest. lioucti- 
ard's famous schooner, the Busy, was found 
at anchor in tho sumo cove as she lay 
in when tho customs officers from Quebec 
were repulsed by the smugglers on Thurs- 
day, This morning she was taken in tow 
by a tug, which started up the river, evi- 
dently bound for Quebec. Rav. Mr. Pel- 
letier, euro of Isle aux Coudres, informed 
the authorities, yesterday, and it was 
Bhortly after his departure that Customs 
Officers Laurin and Cameron left on board 
tho Lillio H., and it is understood that 
they have good information as to the whero- 
abouts of tho whiskey. Thero aro nine 
schooner owners at Isle aux Coudres, 
which has a population of 800. Bouchard 
is about fifty years old and 5 feet 11 inches 
in height. Her crow was composed of na- 
tives of St. Pierre Miquelon aud Quebec. 

A dispitch received at Quebec says that 
tho' tug McNuughton is on her way to that 
port with Smuggler Bouchard's Bchooner in 
tow and himself a prisoner on board, Thirty 
barrels of whiskey aro reported to have been 
found near his house.

groomed republic. For over a century 
■W6 have vied with each other to boo which 
state and which eity would excel in its 
parks, its living wild beasts, its jails, its 
sclmols and its churches. Ever since the 
invention of the locomotive merchants, 
mechanics and farmers have fallen over 
each other in their efforts to see who 
could bo tirst to franchise, grant, bond, 
mortgage and otherwise give land, right 
of way, easement, Conveyance and general 
hospitality to railroads, yet in the 
meantime driving into town on three 
whoels with the tarred axle of the fourth 
one riding on a tamarac polo. 

Every industry has preceded the civil- 
izing influence of practical roadbuilding. 
The tinio has come for emancipation. We 
have really overdone the building of rail- 
roads, and constructed them through 
space, hoping that agriculture would 
overtake the buffet car, but it cannot, be- 
cause its wagon roads aro impassable ex- 
cept to Seraphim. 









ON THE ASHEVTLLB ROAD. 



Men of prominence throughout the 
country have been receiving for some 
time well punned lettors from the type- 
writer of Albert A. Pope, of Boston, who 
lias discovered, no doubt, that the reason 
ire crowd into the cities to live is because 
we can get from ono store to another 
■without gotting mired. 

It is now proposed to mako a road de- 
partment in tho exposition at Chicago, 
wherein may bo seen all manner of roads, 
roadbuilding material, tools, machinery, 
otc. , from a right of way with a rut in 
tho center of it to a sprinkling cart that 
will wait fur tho man with the fresh duck 
vest mid the linen trousers and newly 
polished boots before it will squirt. 

As-ori^inally designed, tho roadinakiug 
machinery and material, as well as cross 
sections of roads, woro to be so scattered 
over tho ground, being in fourteen 
groups, that the visitor must look through 
live immense buildings, covering 79 3-10 
acres of ground, in order to seo what the 
world is doing in the way of making 
roads. 

We have very often homo grown pro- 
ducts, I know as a farmer, which would 
yield something if wo could take a protit- 
able load to our nearest town, but where 
we can only draw f>00 pounds and take 
off a wheel en route we lind that wo had 
bettor lose tho goods than try to market 
them under such circumstances. Refer- 
ring to home, grown horses, I will add 
that we need, if we could afford it, a 
strain of the better clasi of blood, such as 
the Peroheron, tho Norman, and well 
known English families dating back to 
William the Conqueror. 

I was never more mortified than last 
week. I had endeavored on my stud 
farm at Buck Shoals to rear a new and 
attractive mule, and in May wo were 
blessed with a little bunny mule of tho 
clay bank variety, sired by a Kentucky 
papa and damim d On the place. 

Eor years I have not been cursed by 
pride. Since the artist has been practic- 
ing on mo with a viow to some day illus- 
trating a book called " Life Among tho 
Lowly ; or, Eighty Yoars on tho Door for 
Mephistopheles," I can truly say that I 
am not proud, .but a week ago I wont to 
town with tho mother of tho new mule 
Marguerite, as I doomed it timo to wean 
hor. So wo left Marguerite moored to 
tho well curb and 1 drove on to Ashevillo 
to market a bunch of fat pine. 

Tho day was beautiful. Tho odor of 
clover and tho swoot, seductive smell of 
the azalia seemed to lift mo off tho scat. 
A small black hornet also assisted in tho 
groat work. 

" Oh, joy ! oh, joy !" I said ; " what a 
gladsome day. Is it not indeed a plumb 
honey ?" as wo say in Hooper township. 
Tho air was impregnated with ozone, and 
now and then wo could hear the neigh of 
my palfrey neighing. fl 

She neighed for hor absent child with 
a mother's neigh. Tho fact that bitter 
things had been said about her and social 
ostracism had come with tho little stran- 
ger did not steel her warm mother heart 
toward tho little ono. True, sho could 
not romombor any of her folks who ran 
so freely to ears as Marguerite did, but 
sho rocked not. 

When I had marketed my fat pino 



kindling wood at tho Kenil worth inn and 
bought hay with tho money, for I have to 
buy hay in order to feed my stock on tho 
farm, so that they can cultivate my farm, 
so that I can look forward to tho time 
when I can buy more hay to food my 
team, so that they will feel strong and 
well enough to cultivate tho soil, so that 
I will bo cheered on to buy more hay for 
the same purpose 

As 1 s'ood at tho porto coehoro of tho 
hotol, looking down into the oyes of a 
bright young girl from Tuxedo, who is 
hero for her father's asthma, though ho 
is not hero yet, I heard, borne across the 
boautiful bosom of tho Swananoa, tho 
mellow bray of Marguerito. Sho camo 
with a famished snort, and Sheridan some 
twenty odd miles away was nowhere. 
There was a rattle of tiny hoofs on tho 
gravel drive, a little glad cry of recogni- 
tion from the mamma, and tho clay bank 
mule Marguerite was monkeying with 
what is called tho maternal font. 

The reader can readily understand how 
tho mule Marguerite, by connecting her- 
self with my palfrey,' had hurt mo socially 
at Konilworth inn, and how tho young 
lady who came horo to try tho balsam 
and the healing of tho North Carolina 
mountains for her father's asthma oxcus- 
ed herself to get a heavier wrap, thereby 
intimating that there was a coolness be- 
tween us, also that 1 needed a heavier 
rap. Anyway, 1 have never soon her 
since. 

To return to our national roads, it is a 
wonder that wo have, as Americans, so 
long submitted to tho savage and danger- 
ous ruts over which we haul our empty, 
Wubbiy, worn wagons. Tho reason is, 
doubtless, that we generally solecf. our 
choicest and densest ass to superintend 
the building and repair of our roads, and 
in many cities our streets also. Ho 
works on the roads in summer and sits on 
the jury in winter. Ho is generally a 
man who is selected because ho has never 
been outside of the county. Ho is noted 
for his gravity, gloom and the opacity of 
his mind. 

Another reason is the same that has 
been fatal to most all farmer movements, 
though started with the most holy and 
honest motives, viz., that wo farmers can- 
not, like tho residents of cities, seo each 
other every twenty-four hours and plot 
igainst other trades. When wo have 
done over nineteen hours of work and 
another hour's wholesome thought inter 
change with our calf kindergarten, and 
then mutton tallowed our bunion, wo 
must needs rest in order to bo up and 
combating with tho early bird for the ill 
advised worm. 

Still, somehow the foreign peasant in 
several European countries, far inferior 
to ours otherwise, has a road over which 
ho hauls a carload as compared with tho 
silly little convention jag which we soo so 
often hero. 

I am patriotic, I had almost said to a 
degree. I shot away two solid hours of 
fireworks hero this year, sent to mo by 
tho manager of Pain, tho international 
pyrotechnicker and faller of Sebastapol, 
Poking, Rome and other cities that had 
formed the habit of falling ; did it, too, 
where tho celebration of the Fourth of 
July has so long remained unobserved 
that the best bird dogs hero tried this 
year to rotrievo the common crackers, 
and looked thoroughly ashamed when 
they thought they had Hushed a throe 
pound rocket ; and yet I say that, patri- 
otic and enterprising as wo aro in other 
things, in education for instance, and tho 
ambition to have about eight more 
churches than we can support in each vil- 
lage, together with other real evidences 
of advancement, wo have got tho worst 
country roads that have been permitted 
since the days when the earth was a vast 
bet, Steaming ball of mud. fit only for a 
mighty lizard farm. 

Some states havo by nature a delight- 
ful country road. Kentucky was born 
with good roads. So were Colorado and 
Wyoming. In tho very heart of the 
Rocky mountains these last two states 
havo a natural roadbed wherever it is 
needed. Forty and lifty miles por day 
with an ordinary team is tho rule rather

than the exception, while in the spring, 
when tho frost is coming out of the 
ground and the new milk cow is aburdon 
in tho land, tho rich, deep, black country 
road of Iowa and Illinois cannot bo passed 
oven by a two-thirds majority. 

But what aro wo to do ? 

Wo may laugh over it if wo choose. 
Somo people have a wonderful control 
ovor themselves in their grief. Onco 
there was a young man on board our 
steamor, coming from Queenstown home- 
ward bound, whw was the life of tho 
party. When others were ill and had 
gastritis quite a considerably, ho was al- 
ways our bit of sunshino. lie could tell 
stories— funny stories— toll them, too, so 
that they Bounded like reading from a 
largo leather covered tome, nover failing 
to put in the " said ho," or tho " oh, she 
replied," just as the book did. Ho could 
play tho tumbleronicon and a voluntary 
on tho mouth organ. Ho was like a bot- 



tlo of champagne, ovor fiz-.ing and tho 
life of tho party all tho way ovor. 

When wo got to Sandy Hook ho broke 
oil suddenly in the midst of a joko and 
said softly to ,i passenger whom ho led 
aside behind tho smokestack : 

" I am gay, as you see ; gay to tho age. 
I spread joy among tho passengers whoro- 
over I go. I am a ray of sunshine— hero, 
thero and everywhere Peoplo clustor 
about me to get a hearty laugh and catch 
tho contagion of my niorry atmosphere 
and enjoy my inexhaustablo fund of anec- 
dote, but my heart is really Bad on the 
inside. 

" I am going homo to bury my young 
wife. Sho diod in Chicago and will bo 
buried in Brooklyn on my arrival. Have 
you any idoa what it costs to bring a re- 
mains from Chicago to Now York ovor 
tho Pennsylvania road 1" 

\gain returning to the matter of wagon 
roads, lot ovory ono who reads this letter 
resolvo that ho or she will not rest con- 
tent till our roads shall be equal in ovory 
respect to our boundless enterprise in 
other respects, ins ead of being at the 
everlasting tail of barbarism. Thoy aro 
inhuman for one thing. We form socie- 
ties for the prevention of cruolty to ani - 
mals and then beat our dumb beasts 
through swamps and muck holes, ovor 
roads that it would bother a peri with 
eleven foot wings to go over lightly. 

Let every one with an idea on roads go 
to Chicago with it, taking also a change 
of umbrellas and a scrip containing tho 
price of two weeks' board and credit at 
the homo bank. 

Mr. Popo also suggests that cross soc- 
tions of wagon roads bo shown at tho ox- 
position. 

I am collecting a few in North Caro- 
lina, and am getting cans made to put 
them in. 

1 have not decided yet whether to lilter 
them or not.

Last Session Not a Fruitful One for 
British Columbia— Mara 
lor Governor. 



HOW MINES ARB SALTED. 

An amusing story is told by the famous 
geologist, Clarence King, of an investiga- 
tion which ho made of an alleged silver 
mine in Utah. Ho undortook the task at 
the instanco of certain capitalists who pro- 
posed to buy tho proporty, which was 
represented to bo of enormous valuo. Ap- 
pearances were certainly very much in its 
favor. On the way down the shaft the 
walls on every hand gleamed brightly 
with shining ore in tho light thrown by 
the lamps, and tho sides of tho drift were 
equally beautiful to tho eye of the observ- 
ing expert. However, while examining 
tho rock nioro critically ho noticed by 
chance a coarse thread hanging out of it. 
Ordinarily threads do not grow in rock, 
and tho finding of this one led to the dis- 
covery of tho whole swindle, for tho fact 
was developed that tho owner of tho miiio 
had taken a great quantity of galena, re- 
duced it to powdor, made it with water 
into a plaster and carefully stuccoed tho 
entire walls of shaft and drift with tho 
material. The plaster was carried for 
this purpose in gunny sacks, a -thread 
from ono got mixed up with it. 

Perhaps even funnier was the salting of 
a mine in Colorado which was bought by 
ex-Senator Tabor by order from some 
frionds of his in Denvor. Chicken Bill, 
a prospector of rather disreputable notori- 
ety, did tho job. performing it so success- 
fully that $40,900 was paid ovor to him 
for tho proporty without any question. 
He was sj elated over the transaction as 
to bo unablo to keep tho secret, commu- 
nicating to a number of intiinato friends. 
In this mannor tho news reached Denver, 
and tho pooplo who had employed Tabor 
as their agent in tho matter refused to 
roceivo tho mine. So Tabor, finding it 
left upon hit, hands, determined to make 
the be3t of tho situation and proceeded to 
dig furthor into tho hole. Ho pierced tho 
rock ton foot furthor and came upon a 
body of oro which proved to bo one of tho 
richest ovor found in tho Stato. 

Tho gullability of persona who buy 
mines has passed into a proverb. It is 
Baid that such properties have actually 
been salted with half-melted silver dollars 
and sold to investors, who did not realize 
that tho precious metal was not found in 
nature with tho stamp of tho mint upon 
it. Undoubtedly the most scientific 
method J^of accomplishing this sort of 
swindle is to apply the silver in the shape 
of a nitrate solution. When it is ready 
for use somo salt is put into it and it is 
squirted ovor tho rock, tho salt causing 
an immediate precipitation of tho metal 
in a manner that is equally conspicuous 
and deceptive to the eyo. — Kansas City 
Times.

Chinese Restriction— W>st India Trade 
More of Erostua W.iman's Po- 
litical Manoeuvring. 

(From our Own Correspondent) 
Ottawa, July 10.— The guns have boomed 
from Nepcan Point, tho Cavalry has trotted 
out of tho Eastern gato of tho Parliament 
grounds, escorting tho Governor-! leueral 
back to Rideau Hall, aud ut the timo of 
writing, everything is dosortcd about tho 
Parliament Buildings. Parliament is pro- 
rogued. Por the last threo or four days tho 
exodus has been going on. Tho Manitoba, 
North West and B. C. contingent left last 
evening, all the Pastern men have lied and, 
this afternoon, there was but a corporal's 
guard in the Commons when tho summons 
of Black Rod was received. The members 
who were here are chiefly residents of East- 
ern Ontario and Western Quebec, and who, 
by taking the train this afternoon can reach 
their homes before midnight. Everybody 
is heartily thankful that tho session is over. 
Threo or four weeks ago when the Redistri- 
bution Bill was introduced, it was not ex- 
pected that members would bo freed from 
their parliamentary labors by tho 9th of 
July, as thero were threats of prolonged ob- 
struction on the part of tho Opposition. 
Tho obstruction has "fizzled out" and de- 
spite tho kicking which the Opposition mado 
over tho express desire of ttie Government 
to put the Criminal Codo through that 
measure bus become law. So for as British 
Columbia is concerned the session has not 
been very fruitful. Tho representatives 
from your province havo been assiduous in 
attending to their duties, but I question 
whether they aro quite as well satislied with 
the treatment they havo received as they 
might have been. Tho proviuco only ob- 
tained what was its due in regard to the two 
railway subsidies, hut there was a deficiency 
in theappropriationsforPublic Works. Some 
allowance, however, may bo made for tho 
Government this year. The abolition of 
tho duties on sugar lust session, aggregating 
annually threo millions of dollars, has dis- 
arranged tho course of public business in 
tho matter of revonuo aud expenditure. 
Mr. Poster has been compelled to keep a 
tight grip on tho purso strings, and until ho 
gets the expenditure well in hand in view of 
changed circumstances, perhaps ho may bo 
pardoned for cutting down the appropria- 
tions for PubbcJWorks to the finest point, 
British Columbia is not the only province 
which has had to complain of meagre appro- 
priations. ' Every province has been treated 
alike ; there hus been no discrimination. 
Next year, if the revenue picks up and the 
expenditure is kept well in hand, there may 
be a possibility of somo substantial grant 
such as Vcltoria lus been demanding. 
Your citizens will havo a good opportunity 
during tho recess, of enforcing their views 
upon the . ministry as four, and possibly 
more, members of the Cabinet will visit the 
Pacific coast this fall. 

It was doubtless with mixed feelings that 
tho members for B. C. said good bye to 
their friends at the Capital. They were 
anxious to get home, but still when the hour 
of purtine; from their friends arrives, there 
is always u pang of regret uwakonod. Per- 
haps in Mr. Mara's case this was felt more 
keenly than with regard to Mr. Earlo and 
Mr. Gordon, as the general impression 
around the Houso is that for a number of 
years, at any rate, this will be Mr. Mara's 
last session at Ottawa. Before many weeks 
aro over I hope to huve the pleasure of in- 
forming tho people of B. 0. through the 
Colonist of his selection as Lieutenant 
Governor of B. C. 

CHINESK IMMIGRATION, 

Chinese Immigration has been well to the 
fore in both Houses this week. Mr. Gor- 
don's Bill to further restrict Chinese immi- 
gration has und-rgono considerable modifi- 
cation. The Government would not permit 
thceluuse limiting steamships to the car- 
riage of ono Chinamen for each 100 tons of 
tho vessel, but loft it as it appenrsin the old 
Act, namely to ono Chinese immigrant for 
every 50 tons of the vessel's tonnage. In 
regard to tho return cortitieate3, respecting 
which there had been so much complaint of 
forgery, un important change is made. Sec- 
tion 13 of the old Act, has ''ten repealed 
and the following substituted therefor : 
Every Chinese person who wishes to leave 
Canada with tho intention of returning 
thereto shall, give notieo of such intention 
to the controller at the port or place 
whence he proposes to sail or depart, in 
which notice shall ho stated tho torcigu port 
or places which such persons wishes to visit, 
and the route ho intends taking both going 
aud returning, and such notice shall be ac- 
companied by a fee of $1, and the controller 
shall thereupon enter in a register to be 
kept for the purpose, tho name, the resi- 
dence, occupation and description of tho 
said person, and such other informasion re- 
garding him us is deemed necessary under 
such regulations as are made for tho purpose 
by tho Governor in Council. 

The person whoso name and descrip- 
tion is so registered shall bo entitled on his 
return, which shall be within six months 
after such registration, and on proof of his 
identity to the satisfaction of the controller, 
as to which tho decision of tho controller 
shall be final, to receivo from tho eoutroller 
the amount of the entrance duty paid by 
him on liiB return." 

Mr. Bowell, upon whom fell tho duty of 
taking charge of the bill iu tho absence, 
through illness, of tho Minister of Customs, 
oxplained that this provision meant when a 
Chinaman leaves Hongkong, or any port in 
China, ho will havo to deposit with tho 
Steamship Companies a fee of §50, in order 
to indemnify thestoamBhip companies against 
pecuniary loss, in case ho Bhould not bo tho 
person who loft China upon tho certificate. 
This fee is paid over to tho controller before 
the Chinaman is allowed to land in Canada, 
but immediately upon his identification 
having been established, the fco will be 
handed back to him.' If ho bo not tho per- 
son represented in the certificate, or if he bo 
a Chinaman who has not been in Canada 
before, tho §50 will bo retained by tho con- 
troller. During tho course of tho discus- 
sion Mr. Mills (Bothwell) expressed the 
opinion that tho law had boon violated by 
tho steamships in bringing over more Chin- 
ese on a single trip than tho Act allowed 
them. Mr. Gordon intimated that 531 
Chinese woro brought over in April on ono 
steamer, aud Mr. Mills hold that this was 
live or six times aa mufly as tho steamer 
could carry without a violation of tho law. 



This observation led to Mr. Bowell mention- 
ing an interesting point, namely, whether 
or not a Chinaman who had beon in Canada 
and had paid his §50 entrance feo and had 
left Canada, with a certificate, was an immi- 
grant when ho roturned. The Minister did 
not pretend to give any opinion upon the 
matter himself, but said that if the legal in- 
terpretation of tho clauso was that a 
Chinaman who had been in Canada and' had 
left with his certificate had u right to re- 
turn without the payment of the §50 provi- 
ded for in tho law, then ho was not un im- 
migrant. Ho presented his cortifieate in 
Hongkong in order to obtain a passage 
and when he arrived in this country, the 
Steamship Company took tho ground that 
tho man having presented his certificate, it 
was not for tho C. P. R. to enquire whether 
tho certificate was legal or a forgory. That 
was i ho reason given by all steamship com- 
panies for bringing in moro than they 
should, if every Chinaman coming to Can- 
ada was considered an immigrant. Event- 
ually the Government's suggestions were 
adopted. Mr. Gordon sounht to procure 
that all tho duties, pecuniary penalties and 
other sources of revenue accruing under tho 
Act should bo paid to tho province in which 
they were collected, but it was ruled out of 
order as it proposed to appropriate certain 
sums of tho public treasury. Tho great and 
only Nicholas Flood Davin who claims to 
havo had something to do with the existing 
Acts suggested that tho clauso should be so 
amended as to allow no moro money to go 
into tho Consolidated Fund of tho Domin- 
ion than would reimburse tho Federal 
authorities for the cost of dealing with this 
class of immigration. Ho could not agree 
with Mr. Gordon that tho whole fund 
should go to the Provincial Government, 
but he thought iho Dominion Government 
should reimburse the Province tho balance, 
remaining after deducting expenses and this 
was all that Mr. Gordon said ho wanted. 
Tho matter was left untouched, aud if your 
peoplo are anxious to procuro tho change 
doubtless it will require a little agitation. 

MOST KAVORBD NATION TKKATMKST. 

The action of tho Government in adding 
a clauso to the Customs Act giving power 
to the Governor in-Council, when it is 
deemed in tho public interest to do so, to 
suspend certain provisions of the Act in-so- 
far as they provide for the payment of duty 
or otherwise on sugar, molasses, and to- 
bacco, is generally commended. As your 
readers aro aware, during tho past two or 
three yeirs, under tho finding hand of Mr. 
Blaino, tho United Slates Government hus 
entored into a series of reciprocity treaties 
with the countries of Central and South 
America and with Spain, tho latter treat}-, 
of course, bearing moro directly 
upon trade with Cuba and Porto 
Rico. With theso latter islands Canada 
for some years past has been doing an excel- 
lent trade, fish and lumber finding a ready 
market there. According to tho announce- 
ments mado by Mr. Foster, this week, 
Spain has two tariffs, a minimum ono and a 
maximum one. Pending the trade negotia- 
tions now in progress between Great Britain 
and Spain, Canada obtuins the benefit of 
this minimum tariff; in tho two West Iudian 
Islands mentioned, but this tarifr, it is said, 
is somewhat higher than the one now in 
force with the United States under the Re- 
ciprocity Treaty. It will thus be seen that 
Canadian products entering thoso islands 
are at a disadvantage as compar- 
ed with those of our neighbors. 
Sugar, molasses and tobacco are tho 
staple products of tho West Indies, and by 
the power which Parliament hus given to 
the Governor-in-Council, this week, the 
duties on these articles may bo suspended 
when imported from uny country which ac- 
cords to Canada tho most favored nation 
treatment. In other words, this will place 
a powerful lover in tho hands of tho Gov- 
ernment to induco tRo Spanish West Indies 
to accord to us most favored nation terms. 
The general impression is that the Govern- 
ment has acted shrewdly in suggesting the 
insertion of such a. clause in tho Customs Act. 
The British West Indian Islands have en- 
tered into a reciprocity treaty with the Uni- 
tedStates, but havo mado no distinction aa 
regards Canada andCanadianproductsof the 
same kind as aro scheduled iu their arrange- 
ment with tho United Slates. This is tan- 
tamount to moat favored nation treatment 
in our case, and therefore tho British West 
Indies will obtain in our market similar 
treatment. This will be a still greater fac- 
tor in bringing Spain to timo. 

MR. wiman's manokuverino. 

Whether it bo truo or not that Mr. Kras- 
tus Wiman was largely instrumental in 
securing the defeat of Sir Charles Topper's 
motion in faver of preferential trado within 
the Empire, at the rocont Imperial Trade 
conference, Canadians cannot conceive that 
on going to London to attend tho confer- 
ence, Mr. Wiman waa entirely disinter- 
ested. His own organs claim that he takes 
groat credit to himself for tho defeat of tho 
motion. They aay he did not speak in the 
conference, hut he exorcised great influence 
among tho delegates. It is intimated that 
he conveyed to some of tho delegates tho in- 
formation that the United States were just 
on tho point of offering Great Britain reci- 
procity of trado, and it is said that this 
Wimanito falsehood turned tho votes of 
three or four British Chambers of Commerce 
Despite theae falsehoods industriously 
circulated, 33 out of the 01) Boards of Trade 
represented, voted for Sir Charles Tupper's 
resolution, and of the majority three, ut least 
Hamilton, Brantford, Out., and Wood- 
stock, N. 15., did not represent tho opinions 
of the electors in those towns. Mr. Wiman 
may just as well try to stem tho current of 
public opinion in favor of Imperial free 
trado as Mrs. Partington tried to sweep 
back tho wavea of tho Atlantic with bet- 
broom. ErastuB has been caught iu tho act 
of serving Canada a dirty trick, and the 
electors of tho Dominion will not forgive 
him.

Nanaimo— No casts in city or district.

Hastings — Ono case in Buso's mill ; all 
bands in mill quarantined. 

Victoria — Albert Head quarantine sta- 
tion, 13 miles from Victoria, 5. Mr. De- 
ea.te, formerly a patient at the Jubilee hos- 
pital quarantine station, who has been dis- 
charged as cured, has taken the superin- 
tendence of the Albert Head station. Ju 
bileo hospital quarantine, 51 cases, inclusive 
of 7 convalescent patients transferred fro 
the Albert Head station. Two new cases, 
Mr. uud Mrs. H. B. Hall (suspects who havi 
developed tho disease), both mild cases, re 
moved from city to Jubilee quarantine bos 
pital. No deaths. With tho exception of 
Miss Antiio Bull and Mr. H. Walter, all 
patients progressing most favorably.

ENJOYING THEMSELVES. 

There are many disadvantages in being 
quarantined in tho Ross Bay station, but 
thoso who are popularly supposed to be 
"imprisoned" are allowed plenty of room 
for exercise and, in fact, some of them are 
having a rare good time, desporting on the 
ample grounds, while others of them yes- 
terday even formed baseball teams and had 
a good practice. The "suspect" team is 
open to play a match for lun, money or 
marbles, against any other organization in 
tho city, the firemen or printers preferred. 

XO rOVKTEEN DAYS' <ir Alt tN'TI.Vi:. 

The Vancouver newspapers aro endeavor- 
ing to make it appear tbut any passengers 
from steamers landing at Hastings, Port 
Moody, etc., would havo to be quarantined 
for 14 days. Such is not tho case. Dr. 
McGuigan, who has been appointed medical 
health officer for Vancouver and district, 
has explicit instructions on this subject. 
He will carry out the Provincial and Do- 
minion Government regulations, and will not 
make "laws unto himself," as Vancouver has 
done. All passengers landing ut either of 
tlieEC ports will be subject to t lie rule pro- 
viding for the presentation of a clean bill of 
health, and proof either of successful vac- 
cination or of insusceptibility to tho vucoine 
disease. At either of the two pons named, 
passengers from Victoria, or any where else, 
can laud ou complying with the regulations. 

THEY AKE ALL WELL. 

About as indignant a man as there was 
in town, last night, was Mr. C, Williams, 
who had his wruth aroused at reading a 
Vancouver dispatch to the effect that the 
Terminal City papers still refused to be- 
lieve that the cargo of tho Fhra Nang did 
not bring the smallpox to Victoria. 

"If it wasn't that they are so bitter over 
tliare against Victoria one might wonder at 
their lies, but when we know thut they 
want to knife us at every point, no one need 
be surprised at anything they say. You 
may give them tho lie direct. Not only did 
not u pound of sugar, for Victoria, come 
here ou tho Phra Nang, but not bno of tho 
men that was working discharging 
tho cargo, lias beeu taken sick 
with smalipox or any other disease. There 
were 47 of us in all discharging the cargo, 
and if there were any infected goods on 
rd the chances would be strongly in 
favor of one at least having been infected. 
That they are all well now is proof positive 
that there was no disease on board. So far 
as I am concerned personally, I was over the 
whole ship and looked through tho cargo 
id aft, and if there was any smallpo 
I didn't catch it. 

You can't make what you say any too 
strong. What tho Vancouver papers ure 
trying to do is to injure the trade of this 
port, and too forcible language cannot be 
used to express what we think of their diity 
tricks." 

A SATISFYING AVSWEK. 

In reply to a query from the Tacoma 
Board of Health, U.S Consul Myers for- 
warded tho appended dispatch to that city 
yesterday : 

Victoria, B.C., July 23. 1802. 
/. M. Bell, Tacoma, Wa.th.: 

I think danger from smallpox contagion in 
this city is entirely past, and intelligent citi- 
ins gen rally c ncur in thi-i judgment. All 
ises now in this vici ity are in i ho hospitals, 
liich uie fiom two to ten miles from the bus • 
ness centre, and all are convalescent There 
are no now cases and no deaths for several 
days. Thi re is no hource of eon ngion by which 
the air, streets or people could bo infected, 
rtusines-i is rosum a, all classes and conditions 
ftvoly intermingle on the s roots, >-nd a sense 
ofseou i y is felt by all, Smallpox is const))- 
o cd a thing of the past. This is tho actual 
Btualion in Victoria to-day, and your good 
olty of T'icoma, it seems to me, with pe feet 
propriety and safety tnlgh suspend tho quar- 
antine agains this city at once and open busi- 
ness relations with it.

The Queen. 

LONDON, July 22, — Recently increased 
precautions liuve been taken for the safety 
of Queen Victoria. As a rulo no sovereign 
goes about with less real precaution thun 
she. She resembles George III in her 
domestic duties and in her dislike to any- 
thing that tends to diminish tho royal 
authority. She ia opposed to home rule, 
and is confident it will never bo granted.

It says : " Assuming that the oppo- 
sition has a slender majority on a motion 
that the Government does not possess tho 
conBdenco of tho country, why should the 
ministers immediately resign, iu view of the 
fact that they have not to deal with a com- 
pact opposition, but only a disjointed 
horde of factions?" "The Ministers," the 
article concluded, " should uot act beyond 
advising the sovereign to prorogue parlia 
meut until tbe normal period of assemblage 
arrives." To inquiries addressed to Doug 
his, tho chief Conservative whip, to duy, as 
to whether the government, if defeated on a 
"no confidence," would ] ersist in 
mainbng in office, he responded: "Tho 
government will act in ucoordunco with 
precedents ond tho constitution." As 
the balance of precedents is distinctly to 
wurd immediate resignation on defeat 
the whip's reply can bo taken us opposed 
to the report thut Lord Salisbury will chal- 
lenge the validity of Gladstone's majority 
and try to govern with a minority, The 
urticlo in tho Post making the suggestion 
does not carry muoh weight. The Post ii 
not an inspired organ, and tho result of ro 
searches made to day in ollieial quarters by 
n representative of tho Associated Press 
confirms tho previous statements of both 
Conservative and liberal Unionist leaders 
that tho ministry has decided to resign 
tho first voto iu which the majority is 
aguiiiBt them.
